THE  words  of  Aitemas 
of  the  scribes  that 
v^ere  in  Lon  in  the  land 
of  En. 

2  Of  the  things  that 
were  and  of  the  things 
that  were  to  be :  con- 
cerning men  and  the 
things  that  men  did  do. 

S^Now  there  was  peace 
over  nXi  the  land  of  Eur 


and  amongst  all  the  na- 
tions that  abode  there,  it 
was  a  time  of  great  con- 
tent. 

4  f  But  Willi,  who  ruled 
over  the  men  of  Hu,  was 
a  crafty  man  and  greedy, 
and  his  icaysw&re  devious. 

6  And  when  he  beheld 
the  prosperity  of  the  land 
and  the  industry  of  those 
that  dwelt  round  about, 
and  thai  they  did  live  in 
peace,  the  one  with  the 
other,  his  heart  grew 
black  within  him  and  his 
soul  vomited  envy. 

6  Moreooett  he  was  a 
proud  man  and  ambi- 
tious withal.  His  covet- 
ousness  was  like  unto  a 
tree,  that  being  planted 
in  fertile   ground,  flour-

isheth  mightily;  and 
the  independence  of  the 
peoples  was  as  gall  unto 
his  vanity. 

7  ^  Now  the  son  of 
WiUi  vnu  a  young  man, 
and  he  was  pufied  out 
with  pride  and  his  mind 
tra«  empty;  in  his  living, 
he  was  vicious,  and  his 
name,  it  toas  Mud. 

8  And  ^hen  Mud  saw 
that  his  father's  soul  was 
torn  with  the  violence  of 
his  envy  sjid  that  he 
coveted  that  which  was 
not  his,  it  rejoiced  him 
exceedingly. 

9  ^  And  he  laid  himself 
out  to  entice  his  father, 
and  did  speak  many  spe- 
cious words  unto  him,  and 
was  for  ever  at  him. 

10  And  Mud  said  unto 
his  father,  All  Highest, 
hail !  And  Willi  answered 
him,  saying,  Thou  art  my 
son :  And  Mud  said  unto 
him,  Great  art  thou  above 
all  the  kings  of  the  earth, 
for  thou  hast  served  the 
Lord  faithfully  through- 
out the  days  of  thy  Uf  e. 

11  And  Willi  answered 


him,  saying,  Verily  have 
I  found  favour  in  the 
sight  of  the  Lord;  and 
in  my  sight  has  the  Lord 
also  found  favour. 

12  And  Mud  looked 
upon  his  father  from  the 
side ;  he  gazed  upon  his 
countenance  with  a  fur- 
tive look,  and  did  see 
that  his  father's  vanity 
was  without  bounds.  So 
he  spake  unto  him  again, 
saying, 

13  Thy  shadow  is  as 
the  sun  whose  rays  bring 
forth  warmth,  giving  life 
unto  all  them  that  are 
beneath  it. 

14  And  Willi  said.  That 
which  thou  sayest  is  in- 
deed true ;  yet  doth  the 
sun  shine  over  all  the 
world  whilst  my  shadow 
is  for  ever  at  two  hours 
after  summer  noon. 

15  And  Mud  answered 
him,  saying,  In  the  even- 
ing of  thy  days  shdU  thy 
shadow  grow  long,  and 
it  shall  spread  its  shade 
over  all  the  world;  for 
it  is  tk  good  world  and 
deserveth   well   of  thee. 
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And  the  Lord  will  suiely 
rewaid  thee  for  all  thy 
righteousness. 

16  And  WiUi  said,  Ver- 
ily, art  thou  my  son,  and 
in  wisdom  art  thou  second 
only  to  thy  father.  I 
will  make  me  a  covenant 
with  the  Lord,  and  it 
shall  come  to  pass  that 
I  »h(Jl  have  dominion 
over  all  the  earth  and 
over  all  the  waters  that 
are  on  the  earth.  And 
whatsoever  shall  be  left 
over,  that  will  I  give  unto 
the  Lord  for  to  be  His 
own. 

17  And  I  will  make 
might  right,  and  them 
that  bow  not  down  be- 
fore me,  those  will  I  sure- 
ly slay,  both  they  and 
their  wives  and  their 
children  and  the  stranger 
that  is  within  their  gates. 
And  their  oxen  will  I 
take  cu  an  offering  unto 
my  Majesty.  And  theii 
household  goods  shall  be 
mine  by  the  strength  of 
my  sword. 

18  And  he  said  unto 
Mud,  thai  woe  his  son. 


Send  thou  unto  Lie  a 
wise  man  that  I  may  take 
counsel  of  him. 

19  ^  And  a  certain  man 
whose  name  was  Bern 
was  sojourning  in  the 
land,  and  him  did  Mud 
bring  unto  his  father, 
having  first  instructed  him 
privily. 

20  And  when  he  that 
was  called  Bern  came  into 
the  presence  of  the  king, 
he  bowed  him  low,  say- 
ing,  Hail,  0  king  I 

21^  And  he  began  to 
speak,  saying,  There  was 
a  certain  husbandman 
and  he  planted  him  an  oak 
in  a  ^lAcewhere  trees  grew; 

22  And  it  came  to  pass 
that  the  oak  grew  up  and 
its  roots  spread  them- 
selves about.  And  there 
toae  not  room  enough  in 
that  place,  and  the  trees 
that  were  planted  there 
b^ore  rose  up  and  choked 
it  so  that  it  did  langnish 
away  until  there  was  no 
sap  remaining  in  it. 

23  And  when  the  hus- 
bandman saw  how  it  was, 
he  sent  his  servant  with 
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•n  aze  and  he  told  him 
to  cut  down  the  trees  that 
were  round  about. 

24  Yea,  every  tree  ex- 
cept the  oak  did  he  com- 
mand him  to  cut  down, 
BO  that  there  was  room, 
and  the  oak  did  flourish 
as  the  cedars  that  are  in 
Lebanon,  and  its  branches 
did  sway  them  over  all 
the  world. 

25  And  Willi  said  unto 
him.  Explain  unto  me  the 
meaning  of  this  parable, 
thou  very  wise  man.  Of 
what  is  the  oak  and  of 
what  the  trees  that  were 
rourd  about  ? 

26  ^  And  Bern  answer- 
ed him,  saying,  The  nur- 
seryman is  the  Lord  of 
Hosts.  The  oak  that  He 
planted,  it  is  thyself,  0 
kiag ;  and  the  trees  that 


would  choke  it,  they  are 
^e  nations  that  dwell 
round  about. 

27  The  axe  is  thine 
army,  and  the  servant  of 
the  husbandman  is  he 
whom  thou  ehcUt  make  to 
be  the  captain  over  all 
thine  host. 

28  And  when  Willi 
heard  the  ihings  that  the 
wise  man  did  say,  he 
was  well  pleased  ;  where- 
fore he  gave  unto  him  a 
cross,  and  ii  was  made  of 
iron. 

29  ^  And  aft^  he  had 
made  him  secret  prepara- 
tions, he  went  out  with 
a  great  multitude  of  men 
and  much  munition,  and 
he  made  him  a  war,  the 
like  whereof  was  never 
known  on  earth  be 
fore. 
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CHAPTER  II. 

1  Peau  reigndh  in  Mn.  1 
Internal  discord  it  loosed. 
4  The  men  -jf  Ire  have  much 
powt^.  6  xhey  obtoin  their 
demand*.  12  Petty  etrift 
ftrevaHeth.  14  The  fnetU 
$u  leiekednee*  everywhere. 
IB  The  owners  of  ahipa  raise 
iheir  hire.  26  The  rulers  ore 
blamed.  27  Coneeming  the 
war  sanbes. 

NOW  there  was  peace 
throughout  all  the 
land  of  En,  and  the  noise 
of  battle  vxu  afai  ofi. 
And  the  merchants  of  the 
world  did  bring  their 
wares  for  to  seU  them, 
even  fine  cloth  and  spices 
Qua  were  rare  did  they 
bring  in  their  ships. 

2f  But  he  that  put- 
teth  away  the  sword  doth 
loosen  the  tongue ;  where- 
fore it  came  to  pass  that 
ihere  wu  great  talk  a- 
mongst  the  rulers,  and 
the  mighty  men  did  say 
things,  the  one  against 
the  other. 

3  And  then  were  many 


jealousies  amongst  tliem, 
and  they  did  utter  spite- 
ful sayings  concerning 
each  other;  verily,  they 
were  like  unto  evu-mind- 
ed  children  in  a  quarrel, 
and  their  pettiness  of 
spirit  was  an  abomina- 
tion. 

4  ^  Now  an  House  that 
is  divided  against  itself 
mU  stand  anything.  And 
when  men  from  the  land 
of  Ire  took  power  into 
their  own  hands  and  did 
rule  over  En,  there  was 
no  one  amongst  the  rulers 
to  say  them  nay. 

6  And  the  men  of  Ire 
exacted  tribute  from  the 
rulers.,  and  the  people  of 
the  land  rebelled  not; 
for  penury  do(h  bring 
forth  wisdom,  but  pros- 
perity breedeth  only  fools. 
And  the  prosperity  of  the 
land  of  En  voat  great. 

6  ^  And  when  the  men 
of  Ire  saw  that  oU  that 
which  they  demanded  was 
given  unto  them,   they 
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iid  make  them  long  faces, 
and  did  grumble  aloud, 
and  did  uttei  groans  in 
the  public  places  and 
strange  noises  in  the  por- 
tals of  the  House.  And 
when  they  had  thus  pre- 
pared the  vitkjfor  it,  tney 
did  straightways  ask  fbi 
more. 

7  And  a  few  that  dwelt 
in  the  land  of  En  did 
make  them  a  stand,  say- 
ing, What  we  have  given 
nnto  yon,  it  is  enough. 
Therefore,  get  ye  hence, 
ye  men  oi  Ire. 

8  And  the  men  of  Ire 
waxed  very  wroth,  and 
they  did  curse  the  men 
of  En  and  did  swear 
strange  oaths  concerning 
(Aem,  so  that  they  that 
were  weak  amount  the 
rulers  began  to  shiver  in 
their  sandals. 

9  And  they  held  them 
a  council  together  in 
secret  and  did  -agitate 
themselves  greatly,  seek- 
ing for  a  means  whereby 
they  might  escape  from 
the  wrath  of  the  men 
of  Ire,  for  it  was  a  ter- 


rible  wrath,   being  very 
ugly. 

10  And  after  one  had 
said  one  thing  and  an- 
other had  said  another 
thing,  then  did  all  them 
that  were  gathered  to- 
gether make  them  an 
a^eement,  and  they  did 
give  unto  the  men  of  Ire 
aU  those  things  that  they 
had  demanded. 

11  And  the  men  of  Ire 
prepared  them  long  faces 
and  did  get  them  ready 
for  another  occasion. 
Neither  was  the  day  ever 
known  when  any  man 
that  was  from  Ire  did 
render  thanks  for  that 
%Dhxch  he  had  received. 

12  f  And  class  quar- 
relled with  class,  the  arti- 
san voi^  the  master,  the 
noble  wtih  the  serf,  the 
priests  ut'tA  the  people,  and 
the  fools  vrUh  one  another. 

13  And  dl  those  that 
thought  one  thing  did 
contend  with  them  that 
did  think  another  thing, 
and  the  bickering  tiuA 
VKts  between  them,  it  was 
very  great. 
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14  ^  And  there  were 
those  amongst  the  priests 
that  did  travel  about  the 
country,  crying  out  in  a 
loud  voice,  and  saying, 
Wickedness  I  Wicked- 
ness 1   All  M  wickedness  1 

16  And  they  did  say 
many  things  concerning 
the  young  men  and  con- 
cerning the  damsels,  and 
also  concerning  them  both 
together.  And  those  that 
listened  unto  them  were 
amazed  that  such  things 
should  be ;  and  some 
there  were  that  doubted. 

16  And  the  priests  did 
raise  theii  hands  unto 
heaven,  saying,  Deliver 
us  from  evil.  And  the 
people  did  drop  their 
hands  towards  the  earth, 
saying,  Deliver  us  from 
the  priests. 

17  And  notwithstand- 
ing all  that  which  was 
said  by  the  priests  and 
by  them  that  did  arvb 
into  things,  the  wicked- 
ness of  the  people  was  in 
no  wise  greater  than  the 
wickedness  of  the  other 
Bationf  of  the  world. 


18  And  this  was  the 
state  of  the  land  of  En 
when  WilU  did  make  him 
the  War:  hut  afterwards, 
it  was  different.  For  the 
rulers  declared  them  a 
truce,  and  no  longer  cried 
out  after  one  another  in 
the  public  places ;  never- 
theless, the  ardour  of  the 
priests  remained  without 
abatement,  and  there  were 
those  amongst  the  news- 
mongers on  both  sides  that 
did  conceal  their  partisan- 
ship in  an  ill  manner. 

19 1  And  because  the 
land  of  En  was  built  upon 
an  island,  therefore  was 
it  necessary  for  the  food 
of  the  people  to  be  brought 
unto  them  in  ships. 

20  And  the  men  of  Ha 
did  sink  of  these  ships  a 
few,  and  the  rulers  of 
the  land  did  seize  a 
great  number  of  them  for 
to  carry  the  armi^  and 
the  implements  of  war. 
Wherefore  the  number 
of  them  that  were  avail- 
able for  to  bring  the 
people's  food,  it  was  less 
than  b^ore. 
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21  And  they  that  did 
own  the  ships  that  re- 
mained did  make  them 
new  rates  of  freight  that 
tcere  twofold,  and  three- 
fold, and  fourfold  greater 
than  those  that  had  been 
before. 

22  And  the  merchants 
did  make  them  higher 
prices  for  the  wares  that 
they  did  sell ;  and  some 
did  do  so  because  it  toas 
forced  upon  them ;  and 
others  did  do  so  because 
they  were  greedy  for  the 
profits,  wherefore  they 
spake  privily,  the  one 
unto  the  other,  saying, 
See,  brother,  the  oppor- 
tunity is  upon  us. 

23  And  because  it  was 
beyond  them  and  they 
could  devise  no  plan  a- 
gainst  it,  therefore  did 
the  rulers  of  the  land  hold 
themselves  aloof  from  all 
these  thmga  for  a  full  two 
years. 

24  Wherefore  the  peo- 

Sle  did  pay  them  very 
early  for  everything 
that  they  did  eat,  and 
those  that  did  sell  mer- 


chandise in  the  market 
places,  these  grew  fat  in 
a  lean  time. 

25  And  when  the 
people  murmured,  the 
rulers  spake  soft  words 
unto  them,  saying.  As- 
suredly is  your  lot  cast 
in  an  hard  place;  even 
so,  the  straits  of  the  men 
of  Hu,  are  they  not  worse 
than  yours  ?  And  be- 
cause it  tDos  war,  there- 
fore were  the  people  easily 
appeased. 

26  ^  Nevertheless,  there 
were  many  that  com- 
plained because  the  own- 
ers of  the  ships  and  those 
that  sold  the  people's 
food  did  make  them  pro- 
fits such  as  never  before ; 
and  many  blamed  the 
rulers  that  did  counten- 
ance such  things  at  a 
time  when  there  toas  war. 

27^  Now  there  were 
certain  men  amongst  the 
scribes  and  they  did  wage 
them  the  war  on  paper. 

28  And,o/'«^c,Belloo 
did  write  him  for  the 
great  captains  and  for 
them  in  authority,  that 
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they  might  read  and  learn 
and  receive  his  oommand- 
ments. 

29  And  Blatch  did 
write  him  lor  the  common 
soldier,  wherefore  the  vio- 
lence of  his  words  was  a 
iking  for  delight,  demolish- 
ing all  contrary  ai^oment. 

30  And  Garv  did  write 
him  80  that  all  mu;ht  read. 
And  because  there  wa» 
nothing  that  this  man 
did  leave  unwritten,  there- 
fore did  IhoM  that  fol- 
lowed him  perforce  f or^o 
their  sabbath  meal 

31  And  there  was  also 
Horatio,  being  he  that 
did  for  ever  step  into  the 
breach ;  vea,  even  into 
the  breach  ^uA  was  fiot 


there  did  he  step;  and 
he  wrote  concemma  right- 
eoosness  and  blood. 

32  And  there  were  also 
others  in  great  number, 
and  all  d%d  write  them 
freelv  and  as  men  that 
did  know. 

33  And  when  the  cap- 
tains did  not  do  those 
thMtg»  that  had  been 
written  down  for  their 
instruction,  then  was 
there  much  anger  a- 
mongst  the  war  scribes, 
and  they  did  gnash  their 
teeth  in  rage. 

34  Wherefore  they 
were  continually  pro- 
voked beyond  endoiance, 
and  they  wrote  them 
more  because  of  it.

NOW  these  weie  the 
rulers  in  the  land  of 
En  in  the  days  when 
George  that  was  the  Fifth 
did  reign  and  the  Great 
War  toaa  begun. 

2  There  was  Herbert, 
and  David,  and  Winston, 
and  Walter,  and  Reginald, 
and  Samuel,  and  Simon, 
and  Masterman,  and  Ang- 
ustine,  and  Grey,  and 
John,  and  Haldane,  and 
Tennant;  and  there toere 
also  others,  whereof  the 
number  was  great  beyond 
computation. 
3*|[And  Herbert  was 


the  man  that  was  ie8p<Hi- 
sible  unto  the  people,  and 
he  did  take  the  head  place 
at  the  table  whereat  the 
rulers  did  sit.  And  there 
was  in  him  an  abundance 
of  patience  such  as  no 
man  did  ever  have  5e/br0 ; 
and  he  did  keep  the  roleit 
together,  all  in  one  body. 

4  And  in  time  of  dis- 
cord he  was  like  unto 
a  gentle  shepherd  when 
the  rams  do  fight,  and 
thbm  that  spake  angrily 
in  the  council  chambo;  he 
did  soften  with  honeyed 
words. 

5  Nevertheless,  there 
were  some  that  did  say 
wicked  things  concerning 
him,  and  they  did  compare 
him  unto  a  woman  thai 
is  advanced  in  years. 

6  And  Herbert  had 
taken  unto  himself  a  wife. 

7  And  when  the  time 
came,  he  did  leave  the 
head  place  at  the  table 
whereat  the  rulers  did  nt, 
and  he  did  go. 
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8  ^  Now  bef oie  that  it 
wu  war,  David  was  an 
hated  man ;  jet  was  he 
also  loved.  And  qfier- 
wards  it  came  to  pass  that 
he  was  a  much  loved  man, 
yet  was  he  also  hated. 

9  And  David  did  many 
things  BO  that  men  spake 
about  him,  saying,  Behold, 
he  is  like  unto  a  skeleton 
key  that  fitteth  all  locks. 
And  tohatsoever  there  is 
need  of,  that  thing  will  he 
surely  do. 

10  But  becatue  he  was 
new  made  and  did  carry 
on,  therefore  he  lost  fa- 
vour with  cratain  of  the 
Pharisees,  and  his  name 
did  become  an  abomina- 
tion unto  them.  Tet, 
when  the  time  came,  he 
went  up  unto  the  head 
place  at  the  table  whereat 
the  rulers  did  sit. 

11 H  Now  Winston  wu 
a  wild  youth  and  rash, 
hot  of  the  tongue  and 
venturous  in  his  under- 
takings. Nevertheless,  he 
woi  not  lacking  in  under- 
standing. 

12  And  because  he  was 


like  unto  new  wine  when 
the  vintage  it  good,  there- 
fore did  they  set  him 
down  in  a  place  that  was 
cool,  eayinQy  Peradven- 
ture,  in  a  little  time, 
there  will  be  maturity. 

13^  And  Walter  waa 
over  all  them  that  did 
deal  in  merchandise,  and 
he  sojourned  amongst 
the  rulers  during  many 
months.  And  the  things 
that  he  did  do,  what  man 
knoweth  thereof !  And 
when  the  iime  came,  he 
did  go. 

14  \  Now  Reginald  was 
blessed  with  an  heart  that 
was  overflowing  ioith  t*. 
milk  of  human  kindness, 
and  the  lot  of  the  immi- 
nants  from  the  land  of 
Hu  did  move  him  mighti- 
ly, so  that  he  did  weep 
tears. 

15  And  there  were 
many  of  these  men  in  the 
land  of  En,  some  qf  them 
being  thore  that  they 
might  make  money,  and 
some  of  them  were  come 
for  to  spy  out  the  land. 

16  But   Reginald   did 
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seorn  to  make  him  a  dia- 
tinction  between  them, 
f  earina  lest  some  man 
■hould  Bay,  See,  there  is 
one  that  he  fayonieth. 

17  Neither  would  he 
lay  himself  out  to  hinder 
any  man  that  was  earning 
his  bread ;  and  the  spies 
that  wen  in  the  land,  it 
was  their  means  of  liveli- 
hood. 

18  Therefore  did  he  up- 
hold them,  each  man  m 
his  place,  becatue  he  was 
Regmald.  Wherefore 
there  were  many  that  con- 
ceived him  weak  unto 
foolishness.  And  when 
the  time  came,  he  did  go. 

19  ^  And  unto  Samuel 
was  given  power  over  all 
the  cities  of  En.  And 
this  man's  name  was  not 
for  ever  in  the  mouths  of 
the  people,  neither  did 
they  concern  themselves 
at  all  with  the  things  that 
he  did  do.  Nevertheless, 
he  w<u  not  an  idle  man. 
But  when  the  time  came, 
he  did  go. 

20  f  Now  Simon  was  a 
man  that  was  strange  in 


his  beliefs,  neither  wot  ho 
an  help  in  time  of  trouble. 
And  there  were  some  that, 
seeking  the  reason  for  his 
faXUng  away  in  the  time 
of  his  country's  tribula- 
tion, did  say  he  was 
poseeseed  of  a  devil 

21  And  he  was  a  man 
peaceable  beyond  all  rea- 
son, to  that  he  did  put 
himself  asainst  the  pat- 
riots of  uie  land  of  En 
when  tiiey  did  set  them 
out  for  to  wage  war  in  a 
cause  that  wae  just. 

22  And  because  he  and 
those  that  were  with  him 
were  as  a  voice  that  crieth 
in  the  wilderness,  there- 
fore he  did  get  him  out 
from  the  inner  chamber 
wherein  did  sit  the  rulers 
of  the  land,  and  he  did 
make  one  cause  with  them 
that  did  for  ever  carp  and 
cavil. 

23  And  when  the  coun- 
sellors assembled  together 
for  to  make  them  ordin- 
ances for  the  salvation  of 
the  country,  then  would 
Simon  rise  upon  his  feet 
and  he  would  make  him 
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an  objeotion;  therefon 
wu  he  an  hhw^rap*^  onto 
them  that  did  atrtve 
qgaintt  the  perili  that 
beset  the  land. 

24  And  Simon  was  not 
loved  in  the  eonntry  of 
En.  Tet  was  he  earnest 
in  the  things  that  he  did 
do,  being  a  man  with  a 
conviction  that  m  founded 
amiss. 

26  f  And  he  that  was 
chief  amongst  all  the 
rulers  did  sa^,  on  an 
occasion,  Find  thoa  me 
ihe  man ;  then  wiU  I  u.  * 
iheoBeo,  Sothejfow  i 
him  llastennan.  And 
when  the  titnt  came,  he 
did  go. 

26^  Now  Augustine 
was  a  great  sage,  and 
there  was  no  man  in  all 
the  land  of  En  that  did 
surpass  him  in  the  know- 
ledge thai  ia  gotten  of 
bodo.  Therefore  they 
did  make  him  to  rule  over 
the  land  of  Ire. 

27  And  on  a  time  when 
he  was  deep  in  engage- 
ment with  the  words  of 
the  ancient  Greeks,  be- 


hold, the  man  of  Ire  stole 
up  secretly  a;:xl  they  fell 
upon  his  servants  to  that 
many  of  them  did  die. 

28  And  when  it  was 
told  unto  Augustine  what 
the  men  of  ue  had  done 
unto  his  servants,  he  wm 
filled  with  a  great  wonder 
and  his  breast  uku  torn 
with  sorrow.  And  be- 
cause it  was  a  thing  that 
liked  him  not,  therefore 
did  he  remove  himeelf 
from  amongst  the  seats 
of  the  rulers,  neither  re- 
turned he  thither  again. 

29^  Now  the  chief  of 
the  acribes  that  did  write 
unto  the  rulers  of  the 
nations  eonceming  mat- 
ters, his  name  was  Grey, 
And  he  did  eend  him 
episdee  unto  the  four 
comers  of  the  earth,  eay- 
ing  this  and  saying  that. 

30  And  to  him  there 
were  given  many  tasks 
that  were  difficiut,  and 
he  did  not  always  find 
favour  with  the  people; 
for  there  eie  some  that 
look  from  afar  towards 
the  end,  but  the  stones 
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that  are  upon  the  way, 
them  do  they  oount  not 
stall. 

31  And  it  was  said  con- 
cerning him  that  he  was  a 
man  of  strencth  in  time 
of  stress,  but  m  the  lead- 
ing up  and  afierwardBy 
then  was  he  weak  as 
twine  that  is  boiled,  and 
slow  as  water  standing  in 
a  pond. 

32  Bat  many  of  the 
thii^  that  he  d%d  do  were 
good,  and  his  name  was 
not  without  honour  in 
the  land.  Yet  when  (he 
time  came,  he  did  go. 

33  ^  John,  that  was  also 
called  Honest,  was  another 
of  them  that  bdieved  not 
in  war.  Therefore  he 
did  hide  himself  awa^  in 
the  shadows  of  oblivion ; 
but  he  hindered  not  the 
rulers  in  their  endeavour. 

34 II  Now  Haldane  ^as 
the  Keeper  of  the  King's 
Conscience  in  the  land 
of  En,  and  he  was  a 
man  that  wOfS  learned  in 
the  ways  of  the  men  of 
Hu,  for  his  spirit  abode 
amongst  them;  and  the 


King  of  Hu,  he  did  love 
him  as  a  brother. 

36  And  the  time  came 
when  all  the  people  cried 
out  with  a  loud  voice, 
saying,  Haldane  must  go  1 
But  because  the  winds 
did  blow  in  an  h^/h 
quarteTt  he  heard  them 
not. 

36  And  there  was  a 
certain  man  and  his  name 
was  Northclifie.  And  it 
came  to  pass  that  when 
he  cried  out,  behold,  his 
voice  did  rise  even  as  the 
winds,  and  it  was  above 
the  shouts  of  all  the 
other  people. 

37  And  when  North- 
clifEe  had  raised  his  voice 
for  a  long  time  «o  that  his 
throat  was  raw,  being 
like  unto  the  flesh  of  a 
kid  that  is  newly  killed, 

38  And  when  all  the 
people  had  joined  with 
hhn,  shouting  in  a  mighty 
voice  that  cud  shake  the 
seats  f*  the  rulers  with 
the  violence  of  its  clamour, 

39  Then  did  Haldane 
hear,  and  he  hearkened 
unto  them. 
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40  And  the  people  re-  ; 
joiced  them  exceedingly,  ! 
thhJdng  it  uot  good  for 
one  that  had  been  in  wOh 
the  men  of  Hu  to  hold  an 
high  position  in  the  land. 

41  f  Now  Tennant  was 
adioit  of  the  tongue. 
And  when  certain  of  the 
counsellors  questioned 
him  closely,  seeking  that 
they  might  entrap  him, 
he  wotdd  answer  them 
with  a  multitude  of 
words ;      nevertheless 


would  he  not  say  any- 
thing. And  when  the  titne 
came,  he  did  go. 

42 1  And  concerning 
the  other  rulers  of  the 
land  oi^natthe  beginning 
of  the  Great  War,  is  it 
not  written  in  the  Book 
of  Stubbs?  Both  their 
names  and  the  streets 
wherein  they  did  have 
their  habitations,  thou 
shalt  find  them  in  that 
Book  in  the  order  that  is 
of  the  alphabet. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 

1  The  caution  of  the  rulers. 
4  They  make  them  a  censor. 
11  The     people     complain. 

14  They  tell  the  people  more. 

15  And  appoint  Balf  to 
speak  concerning  the  navy. 
20  Ee  doeA  so.  26  And 
beeometh  a  laughing  stock. 

NOW  when  the  rulers 
of  the  land  made 
them  a  war,  they  became 
veiy  wary,  fearing  lest 
then  enemies  should  dis- 
cover those  things  that 
they  had  in  store  for 
them. 

2  And  they  said,  the 
one  unto  the  other,  It 
were  prudent  to  say  no- 
thing unto  the  common 
people  concerning  what 
we  have  done.  In  this 
manner  shall  we  preserve 
their  peace  of  rmnd,  and 
it  will  be  a  means  also 
whereby  we  may  throw 
dust  in  the  eyes  of  the 
men  of  Hu.  But  after  it 
is  all  over,  then  will  we 
tell  the  people. 

3  And    because     the 


thing  that  they  did  con- 
template  was  not  possible, 
therefore  were  they  con- 
strained to  tell  unto  the 
people  certain  things  con- 
cerning the  war  and  how 
went  the  day. 

4  ^  Nevertheless,  they 
were  affrighted  lest  the 
people  should  learn  too 
much,  and  so  they  made 
ohem  a  censor.  And  this 
was  one  that  would  say, 
This  is  so,  and  this  only ; 
the  rest,  it  is  not  so. 

5  And  they  that  sold 
news  unto  the  people 
were  vastly  provoked,  for 
it  liked  them  not  to  be 
told  ths  things  that  they 
should  say ;  also  was  it 
an  hindrance  unto  them 
to  be  circumscribed  by 
the  truth. 

6  And  when  they  came 
into  the  presence  of  the 
censor  and  bowed  them- 
selves low  before  him 
(for  he  was  e  great  man), 
he  would  nave  none  of 
them. 
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7  And  he  would  say 
unto  them,  These  three 
lines,  they  are  official: 
bat  the  other  things  that 
have  happened,  they  did 
happen  not  at  all. 

8  And  those  amon^t 
the  newsdealers  that  did 
hMm  something  would 
foam  at  the  month  in 
the  violence  of  their  rage. 
And  (key  would  spit  upon 
the  floor  and  would  ntter 
deep  cii  ies. 

9  Al  i  because  he  toas 
an  orderly  man,  therefore 
did  the  censor  make  him 
a  scheme  for  the  better 
administration  of  all  those 
things  that  were  within 
his  authority.  And  the 
scheme  that  he  did  make, 
t<uKM  this. 

10  After  a  thing  had 
become  known  in  the 
land  of  Hu  for  the  space 
of  thirty  days,  then  would 
he  deliberate  in  his  mind 
concerning  it^  And  if  it 
seemed  good  unto  him, 
after  seven  days  had 
passed  he  would  impart 
it  unto  the  people. 

11^  And  there  was  a 


great  outcry  throughout 
all  the  land,  for  this  was 
but  one  of  many  things. 
Verily,  the  patience  of 
Job  was  not  tried  as  the 
patience  of  the  men  of 
En  in  the  days  when 
they  waged  war. 

12  And  the  people  said 
onto  the  rulers.  Why  do 
ye  these  things,  ye  men 
of  little  understanding  ? 
Are  we  children  that  ye 
treat  us  thus,  and  have  ye 
no  faith  in  the  strength 
of  our  conviction  ? 

13  AU  those  things  ^at 
are  safe  for  us  to  know, 
them  shall  ye  tell  unto 
us.  And  if  the  tidings  be 
good,  assuredly  we  will 
rejoice.  And  if  the  tid- 
ings be  bad,  they  shall 
but  serve  to  fortify  our 
purpose.  The  tempest 
disturbeth  the  waters, 
the  tempest  revealeth  the 
rock. 

14  ^  And  the  rulers 
heard  what  the  people 
did  say,  and  they  heark- 
en^ unto  them.  And 
they  said  unto  him  that 
was  the  censor,  The  peo- 
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pie  are  complaining  be- 
cause they  know  not  how 
goes  the  day.  Theiefoie 
ehalt  thon  tell  them  moie 
about  it :  bat  take  care 
that  it  be  not  much  more. 
And  he  did  that  which 
the  rnleis  had  told  him 
to  do.     ^ 

15^  And  the  ralers  of 
the  land  did  also  call 
unto  them  a  certain  man, 
and  his  name  loas  Bali. 
And  he  was  ovei  all  the 
vessels  of  war, 'a  mighty 
force,  supreme  upon  the 
seas. 

16  And  they  said  unto 
him,  Because  thou  art 
tibou,  therefore  shalt  thou 
say  unto  the  people  what* 
soever  seemeth  good  unto 
thee. 

17  For  thou  hast  a 
wise  head  and  a  still 
tongue,  and  whatsoever 
thou  sayest,  it  wiU  not  be 
too  much. 

18  Now  it  came  to  pass 
that  the  vessels  of  the 
men  of  En  did  fight  with 
the  vessels  of  the  men  of 
Hu  in  a  great  battle,  and 
it  raged  for  a  long  time. 


19  And  before  it  was 
come  to  an  end,  behold, 
the  vessels  of  the  men  of 
Hu  did  steal  away  quickly 
and  did  hide  them  in  a 
mist,  for  the  day  had  not 
gone  well  with  them,  and 
they  were  sore  afflicted. 

20^  And  when  word 
was  brought  unto  Balf 
concerning  the  battle,  and 
concerning  the  numbers 
that  had  perished  on  both 
sides,  he  did  call  the 
people  unto  him,  and  he 
spake  unto  them,  saying, 

21  Woe  is  t^s  day 
that  hath  brought  desola- 
tion unto  En.  Enow  ye, 
0  my  brothers,  how  many 
be  slain  of  them  that 
sailed  against  the  men 
of  Hnl  Assuredly,  the 
number  thereof,  it  is  very 
great.  And  of  the  vessels 
of  war,  there  be  many 
destroyed.  Verily  is  this 
A  day  that  is  full  of  woe. 

22  And  when  the  peo- 
ple heard  that  which  he 
did  say  unto  them,  they 
were  perturbed  beyond 
measure,  fearing  th«y 
knew  not  what. 
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28  And  after  a  certain 
time  had  passed  by,  he 
called  the  people  onto 
him  again,  and  ne  spake 
mito  them,  saying,  Wner§- 
fore  are  ye  perturbed  and 
why  cast  down  1 

24  Listen  mito  me,  ye 
men  of  gloom,  and  re- 
joice at  my  words.  For 
m  thsA  battle  whereof  I 
have  told  you,  many  per- 
iahoA  that  sailed  from  En ; 
but  amongst  the  men  of 
Hu  there  was  carnage 
ihat  UHU  great  beyond 
compare.  And  that  day 
did  see  our  adversary 
vanquished  in  the  fight. 


25  And  they  that  heard 
him  were  amazed  and 
said,  the  one  unto  the 
other.  What  atrangt 
fruits,  thesej  of  his  philo- 
sophy I 

26  f  But  the  newsmon- 
gers gloried  in  his  foolish- 
ness, baxntse  he  was  the 
mouthpiece  of  the 
rulers. 

27  Nevertheless,  be 
that  was  the  censor  re- 
lazed  not  his  vigilance,  so 
that  nothing  was  known 
in  the  land  of  En  save 
only  those  things  that  were 
necessary  for  to  quiet  the 
people. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

1  Conetminn  the  ehanget  that 
vser*  wrought  5y  the  imt. 
2  The  debtore  are  given  grace, 
4  Strong  drink  beeometh  hard 
to  get.  10  It  grotpeih  diffi- 
cult to  make  a  journey, 
16  The  haxaare  are  eloeed  at 
an  early  hour,  20  Much 
money  ie  earned  by  (he 
vorkere,  22  The  manner  of 
spending  it, 

AND  these  are  certain 
of  the  things  that 
did  come  to  pass  in  the 
land  of  En  during  the 
days  of  the  Great  War. 

2  ^  Now  immediatelj 
that  there  uhu  war,  grace 
was  given  unto  them 
that  were  in  debt;  and 
that  which  they  did  owe, 
for  a  certain  time  they 
did  not  pay  it. 

3  Therefore  was  the 
war  a  mixed  blessing  unto 
such  as  these,  and  in  those 
places  thcU  are  beyond 
the  Gate  of  Notting  Hill, 
the  days  of  grace  were 
welcomed  with  the  sound 
of  timbrels  and  there  was 
much  rejoicing. 


4^  And  those  that 
drank  not  strong  drink 
set  them  to  work.  And 
they  concealed  their  pur- 
pose beneath  the  shadow 
of  the  war,  and  they  pre- 
vailed upon  the  rulers  to 
be  an  help  unto  them. 

5  And  so  it  uhu  that 
the  doors  of  the  taverns 
were  closed  against  the 
people  save  omy  for  five 
noun  during  the  day; 
neither  was  it  lawful  for 
them  to  buy  any  strong 
drink  from  the  publicans 
except  at  the  time  ap- 
pointed. 

6  In  this  wise  did  the 
water  bibbers  advantage 
their  object,  for  they  had 
rightly  conceived  that  tiie 
irax  teas  an  hefty  lever 
wherewith  tS  work  tiieir 
will. 

7  And  those  that  drank 
of  the  juice  of  the  grape 
did  become  quick  at  vie 
swallow,  for  the  time  that 
they  did  have,  it  teas  short. 

8  And    the    preachers 
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and  all  those  that  did 
meddle  with  the  independ- 
enoe  of  the  peojple  weie 
filled  with  pious  joy,  and 
they  rejoiced  in  their 
tabemades  of  stone  and 
of  tin,  and  in  their  habita- 
tions dlaOf  saying,  Thus 
are  the  wicked  punished 
and  the  thirsty  sent  empty 
away. 

9  And  because  the  pub- 
licans were  the  people  to 
go  for,  and  they  did  know 
it,  therefore  did  they  not 
complain ;  and  the  cocoa 
gulpers  triumphed  on 
uiat  day. 

10  %  Now  there  were 
many  sojourning  in  the 
land  of  En  that  came  of 
an  hostile  country.  And 
because  they  toere  a  dan- 
ger unto  the  state,  there- 
fore did  the  rulers  make 
new  laws  concerning  them. 

11  And  to  this  end, 
whosoever  did  travel  unto 
certain  places  was  com- 
manded to  write  him  his 
name  in  a  book  that  tvas 
at  the  inn  where  he  did 
rest. 

12  Now  when  a  man 


and  a  woman  did  journey 
unto  the  sea  and  did  so- 
journ there  for  a  week- 
end, then  would  they  say 
unto  all  and  sundry,  Be- 
hold, a  priest  has  licensed 
us  to  do  this  thing,  for 
we  are  wed. 

13  And  sometimes  it 
tDoe  so :  bui;  there  were 
some  that  did  lie  about 
it,  hoping  perchance  to 
save  them  lodgment 
money,  or  fearing  to 
ofiend  the  righteous. 

14  Therefore  was  the 
new  law  a  cause  of  vexa- 
tion unto  them,  for  to 
write  in  a  book  their  true 
names,  it  was  not  wise ; 
and  to  write  Uiem  names 
that  were  false,  it  was 
a  dangerous  tlung  and 
costly  withal. 

15  And  though  many 
complained  in  secret, 
nevertheless,  there  was 
no  change  made  in  the 
law,  for  the  rulers  of  the 
land  did  rightly  own  no 
knowledge  touawng  such 
afbirs ;  and  they  that  did 
transgress  did  pay  the 
penalty. 
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18^  And  it  uhu  oi* 
dained  that  all  the  ba- 
zaais  throughout  the  land 
should  close  them  their 
doors  at  eight  hours  after 
midday. 

17  Yea,  even  unto  them 
that  sold  tobacco  and 
unto  the  vendors  of  sweet 
stufis  was  the  mandate 
sent.  And  because  these 
were  used  to  ply  their 
trades  by  night  as  well 
as  by  day,  therefore  did 
the  order  seem  the  more 
amazing  unto  them. 

18  AjQd  the  damsels 
lik(  1  it  not  because  */ 
their  stomachs.  And 
when  a  man  did  go  for  to 
buy  him  cigarettes  and 
it  was  too  late,  he  would 
utter  maledictions  upon 
the  doorstep ;  and  the 
next  time  he  would  re- 
member. 

19  And  in  the  time  of 
his  extremity  the  married 
man  did  borrow  from  his 
wife ;  and  it  did  cost  him 
dear  because  she  did  have 
her  price.  Verily,  what- 
soever she  desired,  that 
did  she  get  out  of  him, 


for  the  moment  uxu  fa- 
vourable unto  her  pur- 
pose. 

20  ^  And  many  were 
put  to  labour  on  muni- 
tions, and  they  did  work 
them  long  hours  at  a 
goodly  recompense. 

21  And  when  the  week 
uxis  come  unto  its  end, 
then  did  they  receive 
their  hire;  and  because 
it  was  a  lot  of  money, 
they  knew  not  what  to 
do  with  it. 

22  ^  And  some  bought 
them  musical  instru- 
ments ;  wherefore  was 
there  great  complaining 
amongst  those  that  lived 
round  about,  for  the  noise 
that  they  did  make  was 
as  the  harmony  of  the 
damned. 

23  And  amongst  the 
women,  there  were  some 
that  bought  them  fea- 
thers and  ribands  of  a 
gaudy  hue;  and  they 
adorned  th&nselves  most 
wonderfully, 

24  Aud  whensoever 
they  ventured  forth  into 
the  public  places,  there 
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wu  a  Stir  amongst  the 
populace.  Yea,  verily, 
from  the  north  unto  the 
south,  and  from  the  east 
unto  the  west,  whereso- 
ever they  appeared,  the 
people  were  amazed  at  the 
strangeness  of  their  garb. 

25  But  there  were 
many  that  being  full  of 
wisdom  and  afliune  witii 
love  of  £n,  did  lend  a 
part  of  that  which  they 
earned  unto  the  rulers 
of  the  land  for  to  buy 
them  munitions  of  war. 

2^  And,  howsoever 
much  it  was,  it  did  breed 
them  profits  during  every 
year  that  it  was  awayt  so 
that  they  prospered  and 
became  men  of  substance. 

27  Nevertheless,  there 
wasfear  in  them  that  when 
the  war  was  come  to  an 
end  the  rulers  would  take 
from  each  so  muchy  say- 
ing unto  him,  A  good  and 
faithful  servant  hut  thou 
been  and  prudent,  and 
thou  vxut  an  help  unto 
us  when  we  had  need  of 
thee.    And  now,  listen : 


28  Inasmuch  as  thy 
brothers  have  wasted 
their  substance  on  idle 
things  of  no  account, 
therefore  are  they  be- 
come paupers,  and  they 
Ofe  hungerstarved. 

29  But  thou  hast  been 
saving  in  the  past  and 
thine  hire  has  bred  thee 
profits.  Thy  foresight 
has  delivered  thee  from 
want  during  all  the  days 
of  thy  life. 

30  Therefore  shalt  thou 
pay  so  much  unto  each 
of  thy  poor  brethren,  for 
in  this  wise  they  shall 
have  subsistence  uiat  trtZI 
keep  them  safe  from  want. 

31  And  the  wasters 
winked  them  each  the 
left  eye,  for  they  knew 
full  well  that  when  (his 
time  came  that  they  were 
impoverished,  then  would 
the  thrifty  ones  be  taxed 
for  to  feed  them. 

32  For  the  frugal  man 
shall  sweut ;  but  the 
waster,  he  shall  lap  it 
up.  And  so  u  wu  in 
the  land  of  £n. 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

1  The  chief  anumgst  (h»  to* 
gatherera  tpeaketh  unto  Iht 
people,  6  Theif  hearken  unto 
him.  9  Wherefore  ih*  price 
of  paper  inereaeeth.  12  The 
people  art  divided  amonget 
themaelvea  eoneemingihe  notes 
of  paper.  11  The  nature  there- 
of. 19  The  people  lend  their 
money  unto  the  ruiere.  20 
And  the  land  of  Bm  beeometh 
mighty. 

AND  became  theie  was 
war,  therefore  did  he 
that  was  chief  amongst 
the  tax  gatherers  send 
word  unto  the  people  re- 

garding  what  they  should 
o.  ^d  he  said  tinto 
them,  Hearken  mito  me, 
all  ye  men  of  wealth,  and 
obey  my  behests. 

2  Ye  know  that  the 
hosts  of  En  are  gone  ont 
against  a  mighty  enemy, 
against  a  strong  foe  and 
one  tliat  is  wary.  And  his 
armaments  are  terrible 
beyond  anything  seen  by 
men  before.  Therefore  it 
behoves  us  to  gird  up  our 
loins  for  the  fray,  because 


it  will  be  a  fight  unto  the 
death. 

3  And  all  the  gold  that 
ye  have,  that  bring  ye 
unto  me,  and  I  will  give 
^ou  notes  that  are  of  paper 
m  place  of  it.  And  what- 
soever ye  may  buy  with 
gold,  that  may  ye  also  buy 
with  the  notes  of  paper. 

4  And  our  strength  will 
be  great  amongst  the 
nations,  for  gold  maketh 
agoodambasscdor.  And 
we  will  buy  us  deadly 
engines  of  war  and  muni- 
tions in  a  great  quantity, 
for  a  long  purse  sufficeth 
in  all  things. 

5^  And  so  the  people 
did  brmg  gold  unto  ^e 
rulers,  some  in  pieces  of 
ten,  some  in  pieces  of 
an  hundred,  and  some 
in  pieces  of  a  thousand. 
Yerilv,  whatever  gold  the 
people  did  have,  that  did 
they  bring  with  them. 

6  And  as  the  people  de- 
livered their  gold  unto  the 
one  appointed,  he  would 
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■aytinto  them,  How  many 
pieces  of  gold  hast  thou 
brought,  brother?  And 
he  would  answer  him,  fay- 
ing, Such  and  such  a  num- 
ber have  I  brought. 

7  And  he  would  ex- 
change him  the  gold  for 
notes  of  paper,  even  one 
note  of  paper  for  each 
piece  of  cold  that  he  did 
bring  mta  him. 

8  And  the  wei^t  of 
gold  that  was  exchanged 
in  those  days,  it  was  very 
heavy,  so  Onat  it  did  take 
seven  hundred  seventy 
and  seven  thousands  of 
elephants  for  to  move  it. 

9  ^  And  the  number  of 
the  notes  of  paper  was  be- 
yond all  counting.  Where- 
fore there  was  a  dearth  of 
paper  in  the  land  uid  the 
pnce  of  it  became  an  hi^ 
one. 

10  And  they  that  were 
dealers  inboolademanded 
five  shekels  of  silver  for 
their  wares;  and  heforet 
they  did  ask  only  four 
shekels  of  silver  and  six 
pieces  of  copper. 

11  Nevertneless,  there 


vet  remained  eeme  in  the 
land  that  bought  them 
books  for  to  read :  and 
(Ae  rest  of  the  people,  reck- 
ing not  the  waste  of  paper, 
did  take  up  their  pens, 
and  they  did  write.  And 
Artemas,  the  scribe,  he 
was  one  of  these. 

12  ^  Andbocause  it  was 
not  the  custom  in  the  land 
of  En  to  use  notes  of  paper, 
save  amongst  them  Oust 
were  rich,  tiierefore  were 
the  people  divided  among 
themselves  concerning  it, 
whether  it  were  for  an 
advantage. 

13  And  those  that  were 
careless  in  their  manner 
of  living,  they  liked  it 
not.  But  the  others,  they 
were  content,  for  the  not^ 
of  paper  were  without 
weight,  and  the  space  that 
they  did  occupy,  it  woe 
small. 

14  And  when  a  man, 
ihinkkig  it  a  bill  that  was 
not  paid,  did  throw  away 
a  note  of  paper  that  was 
worth  twenty  shekels  of 
silver,  then  would  he  curse 
aloud,  using  new  words, 
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and  he  would  affright 
the  paaeen-by  with  the 
violence  of  me  lamenta- 
tioiis. 

16  And  becsQse  the 
notes  of  paper  were  thin 
and  did  sticJc  themselves 
together^  therefore  did  a 
debtor,  being  unaware, 
sometimes  give  the  worth 
of  two  pieces  of  gold  unto 
him  to  whom  he  owed  but 
one. 

16  And  this  man  alto 
would  sorrow  cursefully 
and  he  would  tear  his  haii. 
And  Willi,  Oat  um  Hie 
cause  of  it,  he  would  con- 
sign him  onto  the  nether- 
most part  of  Hell. 

17^  And  the  notes  of 
paper  iDere  not  alike,  be- 
mg  writ  in  two  colours ; 
and  the  one  colour,  it  was 
black,  andthe  other  colour, 
it  was  red. 

18  And  one  of  thoM 
that  were  writ  in  black 
was  as  much  as  two 
that  were  writ  in  red ; 
wherefore,  and  because 
they  were  passing  rare, 
they  found  great  favour 
in  the  eyes  ox  the  people. 


10^  Now  it  eame  to 
MSB  that  the  ralen  did 
have  a  need  of  money  for 
to  buy  them  implements 
of  war.  And  they  sent 
word  unto  the  people  eon- 
oemingiL 

20  And  immediately 
there  arrivedat  thereceti>t 
of  custom  a  great  multi- 
tude of  men,  each  man 
bearing  upon  his  back  a 
weight  of  money,  accord- 
ing ix)  ]ub  means.  And 
tiiey  jostled,  the  one  a- 
sainst  the  other,  in  their 
haste  to  be  first. 

21  And  they  said  unto 
the  rulers  of  the  land, 
All  that  which  we  have 
brought  withus,  thatdo  we 
lend  unto  you.  Qoyeout, 
ihereforey  and  bey  j  s  the 
things  (Aa<  are  necessary. 
Neil^er  shall  yestintyour- 
selves  in  the  matter,  but 
rest  assured  that  whatso- 
ever more  ye  shall  require, 
it  ehdO,  be  forthcoming. 

22  And  the  notes  of 
paper  that  they  did  bring 
unto  the  rulers  of  the 
land  were  in  number  as 
the  blades  of  grass  in  a 
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meadow  that  extendeth 
out  of  sight.  Tea,  ereii 
more  than  the  woxds  of 
the  rolezB  was  the  num- 
ber thereof,  notwUhtUnd- 
ing  that  the  jaws  of  these 
weie  for  ever  aeitated. 

23  So  the  nuers  of  the 
land  did  set  oat  for  to  bay 
them  maniti<nis  of  war  in 
a  great  qoantity;  even 
all  that  which  taey  did 
require  did  tibey  set  oat 
for  to  buy. 

24  And  all  the  mer- 
chants of  the  world  came 


in  iMlo  lAsm  and  displayed 
their  wares  before  them ; 
and  they  wen  eager  lor  to 
inake  the  barsain  and  to 
traffiok  with  the  rolers. 

25  For  the  power  of 
money  was  great  in  that 
time,  and  the  thinge  that  it 
could  notdo,they  u«rs  not 

26  f  And  beoaiue  the 
people  brought  unto  the 
rulers  money  that  toos  of 
a  yahe  beyond  calcula- 
tion, therefore  was  the 
might  of  En  felt  through- 
out all  Hm  world. 
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CHAPTER   VII. 

I  The  country  is  bereft  of  itt 
foung  men.  2  The  ruUrt 
utid  unto  the  women.  3  Who 
make  them  munitions  of  voar. 
4  Ani  seU  merchandise  in 
the  bazaars.  8  And  vjatch 
over  the  people.  II  They 
receive  much  money.  14 
Concerning  a  certain  man 
that  imbibed  too  freely.  23 
The  vjomen  work  on  tite  land. 
34  They  rebel. 

VTOW  it  came  to  pass 

II  that  all  the  young 
men  wentforth  fortofight, 
and  there  remained  only 
those  that  were  old  or  in- 
firm and  some  that  had 
sneaked  them  through. 

2^  And  becatise  there 
was  much  work  to  be  done, 
therefore  did  the  rulers  of 
the  land  send  word  unto 
the  women,  saying,  Come 
ye  unto  the  worktops  of 
the  cities  and  there  do 
all  those  things  that  the 
young  men  were  wont  to 
do.  And  they  came  as 
with  one  acconl. 

3  %  And  they  did  make 
them  munitions  of  war  of 


many  kinds,  and  did  be- 
come skill^  artificers, 
Ixah  in  metal  and  in  wood; 
and  they  rested  not  from 
their  labours,  save  only 
on  the  days  appointed. 

4  ^  And  there  were 
others  that  did  sell  mer- 
chandise in  the  bazaars. 
And  so  it  fell  out  that 
when  a  man  went  forth 
for  to  buy  him  under- vest- 
ments, the  damsel  that 
was  in  the  bazaar  would 
say  unto  him.  What  is  thy 
need,  0  son  of  man  ? 

5  And  he  was  ashamed 
to  tell  her  aU  thai  which 
was  in  his  heart,  and  he 
knew  not  what  to  say ; 
wherefore  was  he  halting 
in  his  speech  and  his 
countenance  did  take  un 
the  colour  of  blood. 

6  But  the  maiden  that 
did  tend  unto  his  wants, 
she  was  in  no  mst  dis- 
quieted, and  she  did  be- 
seech him  to  impart  unto 
her  the  name  of  the  thing. 

7  And,  afterwards,  she 
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did  hold  up  the  le^  of  the 
gaiment  for  appraisement 
and  did  laise  hei  voice  in 
praise  of  it.  And  the 
young  man  was  brought 
into  a  'priyper  ttate  upon 
the  instant,  so  t}  at  he 
did  buy  what8oe\  r  she 
did  shew  unto  him.  And 
his  going  out  from  that 
place  was  quicker  than 
his  coming  in. 

8  ^  And  there  were 
women  appointed  for  to 
see  that  tne  people  did 
uo  wrong  thing.  And 
certain  of  these  did  be- 
take them  on  the  dark 
nights  unto  the  quiet 
places  at  a  time  when  the 
mating  season  was  nigh. 

9  And  they  did  ^h 
them  a  light  on  those  that 
were  unready ;  but  those 
that  did  know  about  it, 
them  did  they  find  better 
circumstanced. 

10  And  the  people  liked 
it  not,  for  there  was  no 
place  that  was  safe  unto 
them,  and  the  course  of 
true  love  was  an  heard  one 
and  much  beset  with  spies. 

11^  And  because  the 


women  were  given  high 
places  in  the  land,  there- 
fore was  their  recompense 
high  also,  and  the  money 
that  they  did  earn,  it  was 
a  large  sum. 

12  And  so  it  came  to 
pas^  that  certain  men  that 
weremean  of  spiritforsook 
their  labours  and  became 
idle.  And  when  menspake 
unto  them  concerning  it 
and  upbraided  them,  they 
answered  them,  saying, 
Wherefore  should  we  go 
about  it 'i  Andwhyshomd 
we  toil  ?  Are  not  our 
wives  diligent,  and  do  they 
not  provide  for  us  accord- 
ing to  their  means  ? 

13  And  they  that  heard 
them  were  filled  with  a 
great  aversion,  and  they 
were  glad  in  their  hearts 
that  in  all  the  land  of  En 
there  were  few  men  like 
unto  these. 

U  If  Now  there  was  a 
certain  man  and  he  did 
imbibe  of  the  juice  of 
the  grape  in  a  manner 
that  was  no*  wise. 

16  And  every  night 
when  he  returned  unto  nis 
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habitation  he  was  full  up 
with  stiong  drink;  and 
because  he  sought  his  bed- 
chamber in  ixUn,  there- 
fore would  he  make  him 
a  couch  upon  the  mat  thai 
toaa  nigh  unto  the  gate. 

16  And  it  was  a  sore 
trial  unto  his  wife, /or  she 
knewnotwhattodo.  And 
she  did  cast  about  in  her 
mind,  seeking  to  devise 
some  means  whereby  to 
make  him  whole. 

17  And  because  she  was 
a  woman  wise  beyond  the 
most,  being  also  strong 
and  lusty,  therefore  did 
she  contrive  a  plan ;  and 
she  became  one  of  them 
that  looked  after  the 
people. 

18  And  the  same  night 
when  her  husband  return- 
ed unto  her,  walking  in 
soulful  meditation  becaiue 
he  was  drunk,  then  did  she 
go  forth  for  to  greet  him ; 
and  she  came  upon  him  in 
the  way. 

19  Ajid  she  called  unto 
her  tv'o  women,  mighty 
of  stature,  that  were  lyinc 
in  ambush  near  by.    And 


the  muscles  of  their  arms 
were  of  a  size  and  their 
strength  was  very  great. 
And  ihey  took  him. 

20  And  it  came  to  pass 
upon  the  morrow  that  he 
was  brought  before  the 
judge.  And  when  he  had 
neaxid  all  that  the  women 
had  to  say,  he  said  unto 
him.  Assuredly  thou  art  a 
guilty  man. 

21  For  thine  indiscre- 
tion thou  shalt  be  mulcted 
in  forty  shekels  of  silver ; 
and  if  thou  payest  not 
upon  the  nail,  then  shalt 
thou  be  cast  into  prison, 
there  to  remain  during 
fourteen  days. 

22  And  because  he  was 
a  Wiseman  when  the  morn- 
ing UHU  oomcy  therefore  he 
paid  up ;  and  he  return- 
ed unto  his  home  much 
chastened.  And  from 
that  day  forth  he  put  all 
strong  drink  away  from 
him,  wherefore  he  uhu 
called  Tam-ed,  which  sig- 
nifieth,  One  that  hatii 
been  through  it. 

23  ^  Now  when  the  har- 
vest was  ripe,  and  there 
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weie  no  labotuera  in  the 
fields  for  to  gather  it  in, 
the  husbandmei  that  were 
on  the  land  became  cast 
do^m  and  thej  did  make 
them  an  outciy. 

24  And  certain  women 
approached  mito  them, 
and  said,  Wherefore  are 
ye  cast  down,  ye  wealthy 
men  of  the  fields  ? 

25  Behold,  we  and  our 
sisters  will  gather  in  the 
standing  com,  and  in  the 
winter  we  will  prepare 
the  gromids  for  the  crops 
that  are  to  6e. 

26  And  because  it  is 
not  in  them  to  be  other- 
wise, therefore  the  hus- 
bandmen changed  not 
their  countenances  that 
were  woeful;  but  they 
said  unto  the  women, 

27  Forget  ye  not  that  ye 
are  what  ye  are.  Never- 
theless, because  ve  say  it, 
therefore  it  shaU  be  so. 
First  shall  ye  reap  the 
harvest,  and  afterwards 
shall  ye  do  the  other  things 
whereof  ye  speak. 

28  And  so  the  women 
laboured  all  day  in  the 


fields.  And  they  did 
take  them  cooling  drinks 
amongst  the  com  when  the 
sun  was  high,  and  they  did 
eat  cream  ^uxt  was  rich 
unto  ydlowness,  and  also 
pasties  in  abundance. 
Nevertheless,  when  night 
was  come  they  did  sleep  ; 
neither  did  the  thin^ 
that  they  had  eaten  he 
heavy  upon  tAetr 
stomachs. 

29  And  so  the  harvest 
was  gathered  in  and  there 
was  much  rejoicing  be- 
cause of  it.  But  amongst 
the  husbandmen  there  was 
only  foreboding,  for  such 
do  never  rejoice. 

30  And  when  the  odd 
of  the  year  was  come,  the 
husbandmen  spake  unto 
the  women,  saying,  Now 
is  the  time  when  ye  shall 
go  forth  to  prepare  the 
ground  for  the  crops  that 
are  to  be. 

31  And  so  the  women 
went  forth.  And  when 
they  had  come  unto  the 
place  appointed,  behold, 
there  was  a  great  heap 
before  them,  and  it  toas 
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manure.  And  the  hus- 
bandmen drew  nigh  and 
they  said  unto  the  women, 

32  AU  this  shall  ye 
spread  upon  the  fields, 
and  more  also.  And  it 
shall  come  to  pass,  after 
that  ye  have  digged  it  in, 
that  the  earth  shall  be  re- 
newed; and  the  crops  that 
ye  shall  sow,  these  shall 
flourish  exceedingly.  And 
the  husbandmen  went 
their  way. 

33  Now  the  heap  that 
was  manure,  it  was  an 
abomination ;  and  the 
stink  thereof  was  so  great 
that  the  women  did  cover 
over  their  nostrils  with 
cambric  and  with  pieces 
of  fine  lace. 

34  %  And  they  followed 
afterthe  husbandmen  with 
one  accord,  and  spake  un- 
to them,  saying,  We  did 
gather  in  your  com,  even 


the  oats  and  the  barley 
did  we  reap  for  you :  and 
the  hay,  we  did  make  it 
into  stacks. 

35  And  the  husbandmen 
answered  them,  saying. 
Verily  all  these  things 
whereof  ye  speak,  them 
did  ye  do. 

36  And  the  women  said 
unto  them.  The  scent  of 
the  harvest  was  sweet 
unto  our  nostrils;  but  this 
heap  that  is  manure,  it  is 
a  stinking  thing,  and  we 
will  have  none  of  it. 

37  So  they  turned  them 
about  and  hied  them  unto 
the  cities  for  to  become 
scribes.  And  they  did 
spend  the  wages  of  their 
£&st  week's  hire  upon  a 
measure  of  choice  perfume. 
Nevertheless,  the  stink  of 
the  heap  that  was  manure 
abode  with  them  during 
many  days. 
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CHAPTER  Vin. 

1  The  mien  mdkt  ihtm  new 
latct.  2  And  doae  the 
bazaars.  0  Thep  give  more 
light.  9  Theu  tax  the  profiu 
that  were  made  because  of  the 
war.  13  Bribery  fawriahtih. 
10  The  petrol  ia  conserved. 
18  They  that  seek  after  plea- 
ture  are  taxed.  20  The  taxee 
are  paid  gladly.  23  Con- 
eeming  eommiuiona.  29 
And  Northdiffe. 

TAKE  heed,  all  je  that 
read,  and  pay  atten- 
tion, for  these  are  the 
thii^  that  the  rulers  of 
the  land  of  En  did  lay 
upon  the  people  at  a  time 
when  there  was  war. 

2  %  Now  they  did  make 
them  a  law  and  did  en- 
join upon  all  the  dealers 
m  merchandise  that  they 
should  cease  from  traffick- 
ing in  the  market  places 
in  the  youth  of  the  night ; 
yea,  at  eight  hours  aJUr 
midday  were  they  con- 
strained to  stop  from 
selling  their  wares  and 
merchandise. 

3  And  the  reason  there- 


of was  uncertain,  some 
saying  it  was /or  a  means 
of  saving  fuel,  whilst 
others  did  say  it  was  be- 
cause those  that  served 
in  the  bazaars  iwre  few 
and  needed  them  rest. 

4  But  there  were  many 
that  did  say  it  was  but 
the  spirit  of  interference 
that  was  rife  in  the  land ; 
and  they  were  filled  with 
suspicion,  thinking  that 
the  early  closers  were 
grinding  them  Uteir  aze. 

5  ^  And  in  the  summer 
season  the  rulers  did  give 
unto  the  people  more 
light.  And  it  toas  the 
light  of  day  that  they 
bestowed,  but  upon  the 
doings  of  the  war  they 
shed  no  more  light. 

6  Now  the  giving  of 
more  light  was  one  of 
the  things  that  the  rulers 
did  wis^y,  wherefore  the 
people  did  praise  them; 
and  they  were  amazed, 
for  it  was  not  the  custom 
amongst  the  men  of  En 
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to  praise  the  rulers  oj  the 
land. 

7  Neither  was  there 
often  cause  therefor,  for 
a  wise  ruler  is  precious  6c- 
ycmd  price,  howbeit  many 
a  fool  is  raised  unto  an 
high  place ; 

8  For  the  fool  speaketh 
aometimea  wisdom,  and 
it  M  recorded.  But  the 
foolishness  of  fools  do  men 
forget. 

9  Tl  And  certain  men 
did  set  them  about  for 
to  find  a  means  whereby 
they  might  make  a  good 
thing  out  of  the  war. 

10  And  when  word  was 
brought  unto  the  rulers 
conce/rning  what  they  were 
doing,  they  did  make 
them  a  law.  And  they 
did  take  unto  themselves 
a  certain  share  from  the 
profits  that  these  men  did 
gather  in. 

11  And  those  that  were 
at  one  with  the  patriots 
complained  not ;  and 
those  that  were  makiiig 
them  enough,  neither  did 
these  complain. 

12  And  they  that  did 


do  things  for  the  rulers 
wd  ofme  generosity  of 
their  hearts,  even  these 
went  not  empty  away. 

13  f  And  there  were 
certain  men  amongst  the 
servants  of  the  rulers 
that  did  ask  for  sweet  oil, 
and  they  did  say  unto 
the  traders,  Grease  thou 
the  palms  of  oui  hands 
that  we  may  bargain  with 
thee  to  thy  advantage. 

14  And  those  that 
were  found  out  were  cast 
into  prison,  and  their 
names  did  stink  most  vilely 
througJunU  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  land. 

15  ^  And  because  it 
was  a  prudent  thing  to 
doy  the  rulers  gave  unto 
them  that  had  chariots 
only  80  much  of  what  men 
called  petrol  as  was  left 
over.  And  the  hosts  of 
lii  did  receive  their  por- 
tion before  all  others. 

16  Therefore  those  that 
were  wealthy  amongst  the 
people  used  not  their 
chariots  save  when  there 
was  need ;  and  they  that 
were   used  to  joy  ride, 
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they  did  do  bo  no 
more. 

17  FoT  in  all  matters 
were  the  people  ready  to 
make  them  sacrifices  unto 
the  needs  of  the  war,  and 
they  did  do  all  those 
things  that  were  required 
of  them  for  to  bring  nearer 
the  end  of  it. 

18^  And  a  tax  vjos 
made  npon  all  those  that 
did  go  nnto  the  theatre ; 
yea,  even  npon  them  that 
did  view  the  pictures  and 
npon  them  that  did 
watch  men  playing  with 
a  ball,  1MM  the  tax  im- 
posed. 

19  And  because  it  was 
not  much,  and  was,  more- 
over, a  righteous  tax, 
they  did  pay  it  gladly; 
uid  the  number  of  them 
that  did  go  unto  such 
places,  it  was  not  less 
than  before. 

20  ^  And  there  were 
other  taxes  also  and  they 
were  exceeding  heavy,  to 
that  all  the  money  tiiat 
was  paid  by  the  people 
onto  the  tax  ga^erers 
wa»  great  beyond  any- 


thing   that    men    had 
thought  possible. 

21  Nevertheless  there 
was  no  murmuring  in  the 
land,  and  the  people  did 
push,  the  one  against  the 
other,  to  be  first  at  the 
receipt  of  custom,  every 
man  trith  his  money  in 
his  hand. 

22  And  he  that  was 
the  chief  amongst  all  the 
tax  gatherers  was  amazed. 
And  he  spake  unto  several 
concerning  it,  saying,  Are 
not  these  that  do  shower 
their  gold  ujpon  me  the 
same  that  before  did 
curse  my  name  ?  When 
I  asked  for  a  mite,  they 
reviled  me  shamefully ; 
vet,  now  I  ask  for  much, 
behold,  they  bring  it 
flowing  over.  For  he 
understood  not  that  this 
was  the  spirit  of  the 
nation. 

23^1  Now  "vhen  there 
was  any  matter  that  was 
beyond  the  rulers  so  that 
they  knew  not  what  to 
do,  they  would  appoint 
them  a  commission  for 
to  inquire  concerning  it. 
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24  And  a  commisnon 
was  an  assembly  of  wise 
men  that  were  sometimes 
foolish;  and  they  would 
gather  themselves  to- 
gether, and  they  would 
question  all  and  sundry, 
and  they  would  talk. 

25  But  lest  they  should 
do  some  thing  in  their 
carryings  on,  the  rulers 
would  give  them  instruc- 
tion and  would  speak 
unto  them,  saying, 

26  Go  ye  into  a  room 
apart  and  gather  round. 
And  send  the  young  men 
into  thehighways  and  into 
the  byways  that  they  may 
bring  unto  you  all  them 
that  know  aught  concern- 
ing <Ae  matter.  And  what- 
soever they  may  say  unto 
you,  that  shall  ye  hear. 

27  Afterwardis,  jz  shall 
make  us  a  report,  for  that 
doeth  injury  unto  no  man. 
But  woe  lie  unto  you  if 
ye  shall  do  anything  that 
exceedeth  our  command- 
ment; verily  shall  our 
wrath  bum  thee  up,  and 
thy  bones  shall  fall  ai^ay 
into  dust. 


28  By  this  means  did 
the  rulers  put  away  for 
a  long  time  those  things 
that  were  vexatious  unto 
them,  having  faith  in  the 
memory  of  the  people  that 
it  teat  short.  Therefore 
was  a  commission  unto 
the  rulers  at  a  bag  of 
sand  unto  him  that 
fiffhtoth,  for  it  was  a 
shield.  And  the  day  was 
not  known  tohereon  the 
rulers  appointed  them  not 
a  commission. 

29^  But  there  was  a 
certain  man  and  his  name 
wasNorthclijSe.  And  the 
people  were  divided  into 
two  camps  coruseminglma, 
some  saying  that  he  teas 
a  raiser  of  scares,  whilst 
others  did  say  that  he 
knew  things.  And  all 
were  agreed  that  he  was 
a  thorn  in  the  side  of  the 
rulers. 

30  And  when  a  com- 
mission did  bring  its  re- 
port unto  the  rulers,  then 
did  these  retire  unto  the 
privacy  of  their  bed- 
chambers. And  the  re- 
port they  did  take  tnth 
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them  for  to  be  a  pillow 
unto  their  heads. 

31  And  Northcliffe 
would  raise  his  voice  on 
bigh  and  he  would  say 
many  bitter  words.  And 
he  would  arouse  them 
and  would  make  them  to 
do  things. 


32  And  though  many 
were  against  him  beoaute 
of  itf  the  good  that  he  did 
do  was  manifest.  And 
because  he  left  not  the 
rulers  to  sleep,  therefore 
did  men  call  him  Helsa- 
bout,  tDhich  meaneth  The 
Awakener. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

1  Darkness  in  the  cities.  0  The 
voung  things  rejoice.  7  And 
love  flourished.  10  Utmg 
trrofs  are  committed.  14 
Concerning  what  happened 
unto  a  certain  young  man. 
27  The  reason  thereof.  30 
One  pardoneth  the  little  boffs. 

NOW  the  ralers  sent 
them  word  onto  all 
the  cities,  saying,  Let 
there  be  no  light;  and 
there  was  no  light. 

2  And  every  man  did 
hide  his  candle  under  a 
bushel,  else  did  he  pay 
for  his  rashness  in  many 
shekels  of  silver.  Tea, 
there  was  even  darkness 
upon  the  highways  and 
in  those  places  where  the 
people  did  pass  to  and 
fro.  And  the  darkness 
did  breed  confusion. 

3  Now  they  that  lived 
in  Lon  were  in  two  minds 
concerning  it.  And  some 
that  did  sell  merchandise 
in  the  bazaars,  they  did 
make  them  a  noise,  being 
perturbed  hecanue  ^  their 


pockets.  And  there  were 
others  that  did  utter  loud 
manifestations  of  joy. 
And  the  old  women  that 
were  there,  these  ven- 
tured not  forth  after  the 
sun  was  set. 

4  And  they  that  were 
dealers  in  merchandise 
did  make  loud  lamenta- 
tions and  did  put  on  sack- 
cloth and  ashes,  saying, 
Wherefore  should  we  sit 
in  darkness  ?  And  why 
cry  our  wares  in  the 
shadow !  And  because 
men  knew  them,  there- 
fore they  heeded  them 
not. 

6  ^  But  amongst  the 
yomg  things  of  tiie  city 
there  was  great  rejoicing, 
for  the  mandate,  it  was 
welcome  unto  them. 

6  And  they  said,  the 
one  unto  the  other.  Be- 
hold, it  is  dark.  Let  us, 
therefore^  advantage  our- 
selves somewhat. 

7^  And  they  did  hie 
them  in  pairs  unto  the 
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quiet  places;  verily,  every 
male  did  take  with  him 
a  female  as  Aw  companion, 
and  they  did  talk  of 
love. 

8  And  because  (he 
Bishop  of  that  city  was 
against  love,  and  because 
there  weie  many  sojourn- 
ing theie  that  did  yry, 
therefoie  did  the  swains 
speak  low,  fearing  lest 
the  eavesdroppers  should 
come  upon  them. 

9  And  there  were  many 
that  did  plight  l^eir 
troths,  because  it  was 
their  opportunity;  and 
many  promises  toere  given 
in  vain. 

10  ^  And  because  it  was 
dark,  women  of  strange 
countenance  did  get  them 
off  with  men,  for  a 
cheek  that  was  fair  as 
the  petals  of  the  hyssop 
was  of  no  avail  in  the 
night  time. 

11  Even  so,  there  was 
many  a  woman  that  did 
lose  her  man  ere  the  pass- 
ing of  the  first  lamp.  And 
he  that  was  once  bit,  on 
the  next  occasion  he  did 


carry  a  torch  in  his  hand 
for  to  see  what  it  toaa. 

12  And  if  a  man  did 
bump  him  into  his  own 
wife,  he  would  ay  polite 
things,  for  he  did  not 
know  her ; 

13  And  because  he  did 
say  polite  things,  there- 
fore, neither  would  cJie 
know  him.  And  strange 
thmge  did  happen  because 
of  it. 

14^  Now  it  came  to 
pass  that  a  certain  man 
was  returning  unto  his 
habitation  at  an  hour 
when  the  night  was  far 
gone. 

16  And  it  was  the  cus- 
tom in  that  citv  to  travel 
in  a  carriage  that  did  go 
in  part  beneath  the 
ground ;  and  the  reason 
thereof  was  because  U  was 
quick. 

16  And,  behold,  as  he 
proceeded  on  his  way  and 
was  come  nigh  unto  the 
place  of  his  abode,  sud- 
denly a  ffreat  darkness 
overcame  him  so  that  he 
became  as  one  that  is 
blind. 
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17  And  all  the  people 
that  were  with  him  in 
the  carriage  were  dis- 
mayed and  thej  did  riae 
upon  their  feet,  and  did 
mingle,  the  one  with  the 
other. 

18  And  he  that  had 
authority  in  that  carriage 
gpake  unto  them  and 
commanded  them  that 
they  should  sit  down. 
Ana  they  sat  them  down. 

19  And  it  came  to  pass 
that,  after  the  young  man 
had  sat  him  down,  be- 
hold, his  right  hand  was 
taken  from  him  and  it 
was  squeezed. 

20  And  even  as  he  pon- 
dered on  this  strange 
thing  that  was  happening 
unto  him,  behold,  he  was 
bereft  of  his  left  hand 
also,  and  it  was  squeezed. 

21  And  he  was  taken 
unawares  and  knew  not 
what  to  do,  for  he  was  a 
young  man  and  righteous, 
and  he  was  married  unto 
a  wife. 

22  Therefore,  he  sat 
him  still  and  did  wait  for 
whatsoever  might  eome 


unto  him.  And,  lo,  pre- 
sently there  was  a  kiss 
given  unto  him  upon  the 
leit  cheek;  and,  after- 
waids,  was  there  a  kiss 
upon  his  right  cheek  also. 

23  Yea,  both  upon  the 
right  cheek  and  upon  the 
1^  cheek  did  he  get  him 
the  kisses,  and  it  was  for 
a  long  time. 

24  And  the  kisses  that 
did  faU  upon  his  left 
cheek  were  a  warming  lot 
and  pleasurable ;  and  the 
others,  they  were  cold, 
llierefore  did  he  turn 
him  about  for  to  lean  to- 
wards the  side  that  was 
hot. 

25  And,    behold,    his 
cheeks  were  seized  upon 
the  instant  between  two 
hands   that   were   soft; 
and  the   one   that   was 
upon  his  left  side  did  kiss 
him  with  earnestness  upon 
the  month  so  that  he 
trembled  at  the  touch. 
And  because  he  was  be- 
come enamoured  of  the 
pastime,  therefore  did  he 
return  the  kiss  for  a  long 
spell. 
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26  And  even  while  it 
yet  happened,  the  light 
was  retained  onto  the 
oarnage,  and  he  did  see. 

27  f  And,  behold,  npon 
his  riffht  hand  did  sit  a 
man  that  was  lately  come 
back  from  the  wars ;  and 
she  that  was  upon  his  left 
hand  was  a  damsel  very 
comely  to  look  upon  and 
blushmgied. 

28  And  becaose  it  was 
a  mistake,  therefore  was 
he  not  kiraed  again  either 
npon  the  right  cheek,  or 
upon  the  1^  cheek,  or 
yet  upon  the  mouth. 

29  And  when  he  re- 
turned him  unto  hi&  house, 
he  did  ^t  him  silently 
unto  his  bedchamber. 
Neither  told  he  his  mte 
anjrthing  about  it,  fearing 
lest  she  toould  not  under- 
stand. 

30  ^  And  concerning  an- 
other man,  it  is  written 
that  he  did  tie  a  piece  of 
white  doth  unto  the  gate 


of  his  house  so  that  he 
m^ht  know  ir  where- 
abouts when  tiie  moon 
was  not  hieh. 

31  And  Uie  small  boTs 
of  the  neighbourhood  did 
come  and  they  took  away 
the  piece  of  white  cloth 
that  was  upon  the  gate 
and  they  did  tie  it  unto 
the  portal  of  an  house 
wherein  there  lived  a 
certain  woman,  of  pleas- 
ing mien  and  fair  to  look 
upon;  and  her  husband 
was  gone  to  the  wars. 

32  And  when  the  young 
man  returned  unto  his 
habitation,  behold,  the 
piece  of  cloth  that  he  did 
leave,  it  was  not  there; 
and  he  toaa  deceived  so 
that  he  entered  in  unto 
the  wrong  house. 

33  Nevertheless,  the 
youn£  man  did  f  or^ve 
the  boys  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood for  the  thing 
that  they  had  done  unto 
hinL 
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CHAPTER  X. 

1  The  beginning  of  Flag  Day. 
7  The  wOure  thereof.  10 
The  plight  of  the  male*. 
U  Their  efforts  to  escape. 
17  The  generosity  of  the 
people.  19  The  disadvantage 
of  a  new  alliance. 

NOW  it  came  to  pass 
that  those  who  were 
in  the  land  of  En  made 
them  a  custom,  and  they 
did  sanctify  certain  days 
of  the  year  mito  charity. 

2  And  the  days  that 
were  sanctified  they  did 
call  Flag  Days. 

3  Now  these  are  cer- 
tain of  the  Flag  Days  that 
were  set  aside  unto  char- 
ity in  the  land  of  En  in  the 
days  of  the  Great  War. 

4  There  was  Our  Day, 
«ind  Star  and  Garter  Day, 
and  Roll  of  Honour  Day, 
and  Red  Cross  Day,  and 
Blue  Cross  Day. 

5  And  th^re  was 
France's  Day,  and  Rus- 
sia's Day,  and  Serbia's 
Day,  and  Italy's  Day,  and 
Montenegro's   Day,   and 


Roumania's    Day,    and 
Portugal's  Day. 

6  And  there  were  other 
Flag  Days  in  great  num- 
ber so  that  I,  even  I, 
Artemas,  the  scribe,  re- 
member not  one  half. 

7  Tl  And  on  a  day  that 
was  a  Flag  Day  the  young 
maidens  of  the  cities 
would  gather  themselves 
together  ere  the  morning 
was  weaned,  and  they 
would  eet  out. 

8  And  thev  would  hie 
them  unto  the  populous 
places  of  the  cities  and 
they  would  place  them- 
selves in  ambush  behind 
the  comers  of  the  streets ; 
yea,  each  one  would  take 
unto  herself  a  certain  cor- 
ner as  her  own,  and  she 
would  lie  low. 

9  And  when  any  man 
approached  nigh  unto  the 
place  where  she  was  hid, 
then  would  she  spring  out 
on  a  eudden  and  she  would 
tackle  him.  . 

10  ^  And  she  would  pin 
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a  flag  onto  his  garment, 
even  unto  the  lapel  of  h%8 
coat  wonld  she  pin  her 
flag ;  and  whatsoever 
money  he  did  have  for  to 
buy  mm  bread,  thai  wonld 
she  take  from  his  pouch 
for  to  pay  her,  wherefore 
he  needs  did  fast. 

11  And  there  was  no 
way  of  escape  open  unto 
him,  for  the  young  girls 
of  that  time  were  a  slim 
lot  and  they  knew  the 
manner  of  working  it. 

12  And  so  it  came  to 
pass  that,  when  the  night 
was  come,  the  damsels 
that  had  sold  them  flags 
were  bowed  down  beneath 
a  great  weight  of  gold. 
And  the  men  that  ?uid 
paid,  these  were  sent 
empty  away. 

13  And  they  returned 
onto  their  habitations, 
each  man  being  wonder- 
fully adorned ;  yea,  from 
the  crowns  of  their  heads 
unto  the  turn-up  of  their 
nether  garments  were  they 
gay  mm  coloured  flags. 

14  %  Now  there  were 
certain  men  that,  seeking 


to  throw  dust  in  the  eyes 
of  the  sellers  of  flags,  did 
build  them  dungeons  un- 
derneath the  ground,  say- 
ii^,  with  a  sly  look.  It 
wul  be  a  safe  place  if,  per- 
chance, a  Zeppelin  cometh 
nigh. 

16  Nevertheless,  on  a 
night  when  the  Zeppelins 
did  hover  above  them,  then 
were  they  on  the  roofs  of 
their  habitations  with 
glasses  that  did  magnify ; 

16  But  on  the  days  that 
were  Flag  Days,  then  did 
they  betake  tiiemselves 
stealthily  away  and  they 
did  hide  in  the  far  comer 
of  the  Zeppelin  dungeon 
that  was  deepest  down. 

17  ^  And  because  much 
good  flowed  from  the  Flag 
Days,  and  because  the 
number  of  mites  that  was 
gathered  in  was  very 
great,  therefore  did  the 
people  tUch  them,  each 
man  giving  according  to 
his  means. 

18  Yea,  even  those  that 
did  retire  unto  theb  Zep- 
pelin oellara  did  give  to  an 
extent,  for  the  young  girls 
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followed  them  thither- 
wards, so  that  there  was 
no  means  of  escape  left 
unto  them ;  verily,  they 
were  like  mxto  a  spider 
^at  is  caught  in  the 
meshes  of  its  own  web. 

19  H  Wherefore  it 
came  to  pass  that  when 
another  nation  did  join 
with  the  people  of  En, 
and  did  fight  with  them 
against  the  men  of  Hu, 
there  were  some  in  the 
land  that  did  foresee 
thingSt  and  their  hearts 
misgave  them. 

20  And  when  one  spake 
chidingly  mito  them,  say- 
ing, Why  do  ye  not  rejoice, 


0  men  of  little  satisfac- 
tionl  Behold,  there  is  ]^et 
another  that  fighteth  with 
OS.  Then  would  they 
make  answer  and  would 
say.  Assuredly  is  there  an* 
other  ally  come  to  join  us. 
And  there  is  also  another 
Flag  Day  that  bringeth 
greater  persecution  at  the 
comers  of  the  streets. 
And  they  were  full  of  fore- 
boding coficemtn^  it. 

2lBut  the  Flag  Days 
found  favour  amongst  the 
women  of  the  land,  for 
tiien  was  man  delivered 
into  their  hands  and 
they  needed  not  to  spare 
him. 
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CHAPTER  XI. 

1  TKi  jyrnnq  men  go  out  far  to 
fight,  2  Mawf  take  wUo 
thtmadvu  mvu.

27  Con- 
eeming  the  damsels  that  were 
Uft  over. 

NOW  in  the  land  of  En 
the  jonng  men  did 
htiny  them  away  nnto 
the  war,  and  amongst  the 
maidens  there  wtn  manj 
■ad  at  heart. 

2  ^  And  when  the  tii  a 
drew  nigh  mito  a  young 
man  that  he  must  gud  up 
his  loins  and  go,  then 
would  he  speak  untr  the 
damsel  of  his  choice. 

3  And  he  would  saynn- 
to  her,  Thou  knowest  that 
there  yet  remaineth  unto 
me  omy  «o  many  days ; 
let  us  therefore  arrange 
matters  quickly  that  we 
be  married. 

4  And  because  tibe 
time  was  short  and  it  wu 


her  chance,  she  would 
answer  and  would  say  un- 
to him,  Thou  art  my  lord, 
anJl?hatsoever  thou  com- 
mandest,  it  shall  be  done. 
Let  us  therefore  hasten 
about  it  lest,  peradventure, 
we  meet  with  an  hind- 
rance upon  the  way. 

5  For  the  women  of 
that  time  toere  a  crafty  lot 
and  they  did  beguile  weir 
men  with  soft  words; 
and  the  wiles  of  Bath- 
sheba,  that  did  wash  her- 
self, were  as  nothing  in 
compatiton  to  these,  for 
they  were  full  of  artful- 
ness. 

6  And  when  she  had 
told  her  mother  and  them 
that  toere  about  the  place, 
she  would  take  the  young 
man  unto  the  priest  for 
to  make  (Aem  a  day ;  and 
qfter  it  was  in  order,  then 
would  they  go  unto  the 
ringmaker  and  she  would 
try  on  whatsoever  came 
nnto  her  hand.  Tea, 
many   rings    would   she 
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place  npon  hex  finger ; 
out  the  ring  that  she  did 
choose,  that  did  she  not 
try  on,  fearing  lest  it  prove 
nnlucky  in  tM  afteiwards. 

7  Now  it  happened  in 
certain  cases  tnat  the 
damsel  needed  not  to  fur- 
nish her  with  garments 
for  the  wedding,  inas- 
much as  she  was  prepared^ 
being  ready  agaifui  ih^ 
occasion. 

8  But  when  it  was  not 
80,  then  would  the  damsel 
set  about  it,  and-tiie  would 
make  things  hum.    And 
she  and  tiiose  that  were 
related  unto  her  and  her 
handmaidens   also,   they 
would  haste  them  unto 
the  bazaars.    And  what- 
soever was  necessary  unto 
the  marriage,  that  thing 
would  they  buy ;  and  o? 
the  ihinga  that  were  not 
necessary  unto  the  mar- 
riage, they  would  also  buy 
them  some  of  these. 

9  And  when  the  last 
minute  was  come,  then 
would  they  send  the  cAd 
man  for  to  buy  that  tohich 
was  forgotten,  saying  un- 


to him.  Get  thee  quickly, 
thou  fool.  And  he  %DOwd 
get  him  quickly. 

10  And  when  the  hour 
was  come  for  the  young 
man  to  take  the  damsel 
unto  him,  behold,  she  was 
there.  And  throughout 
all  the  land  of  En  there 
was  no  case  known  of  a 
damsel  that  did  come  too 

late. 

11  ^  And  because  there 
trcM  a  great  number  of 
them  that  did  wed  in  this 
wise,  therefore  was  there 
much  taUc  concerning  it, 
both  in  the  public  places 
and  in  the  habitations  of 
the  people. 

12  And  some  did  say 
it  was  a  foolish  thing  to 
do.  And  they  did  speak 
dar^'ly  concerning  the 
future,  what  it  did  hide, 
for  it  went  for  a  saying 
amongst  them  that  a  mar- 
riage that  is  hasty  bring- 
eth  early  regret. 

13  And  others  said, 
Let  the  young  men  wed. 
Verily,  many  go  forth  un- 
to the  wars  but  the  num- 
ber of  them  that  return,  it 
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IB  not  SO  great.  Theie- 
loie  is  it  necessary  for 
them  that  toe  (^  an  age 
to  make  them  families, 
else  in  what  manner  shall 
the  nation  endure. 

14  And  the  young 
things  heeded  not  these 
arguments,  for  they  toere 
young  and  did  love.  And 
whosoever  loveth  enough^ 
he  hath  his  justification. 

16  But  woe  unto  that 
man  who  taketh  unto  him- 
self a  wife  for  the  sake  of 
it;  a  million  tears  will  not 
suffice  for  to  drown  her  in. 

16  But  he  that  mar- 
rieth  his  beloved  in  haste, 
seeking  happiness,  that 
man  assuredly  haih  a  dog*s 
chance ;  and  he  that  tak- 
eth time  about  the  busi- 
ness, is  not  his  risk  also 
great  ? 

17  And  there  u«r0  some 
that  did  marry  for  love 
and  there  were  some  that 
did  marry  for  a  pension ; 
but  there  toere  some  that 
did  marry  because  it  was 
a  discreet  thing  to  do. 

18  And  the  number  of 
them  that  did  marry  was 


beyond  anything  that  men 
cotdd  remember,  so  that 
the  priests  did  gather 
them  an  harvest  of  es- 
ceeding  richness  and  they 
did  bless  the  unions  with 
many  pious  words. 

19^  Now  certain  men 
did  taKe  unto  themselves 
more  wives  than  one, 
which  was  a  wicked  thing 
to  do,  for  in  the  land  m 
En  it  was  not  lawful  /or  a 
man  to  marry  two  wives. 

20  And  this  was  pass- 
ing strange,  for  the  se- 
duction of  a  maiden  was 
a  thiog  that  was  winked 
at.  Yea,  the  father  of  a 
child  begotten  guiltily,  he 
was  absolved  by  the  pajr- 
ment  of  five  pieces  of  sil- 
ver every  week.  But  the 
man  whose  wife  did  bear 
him  a  son,  his  imnwAm«fil 
was  greater  than  this. 

21  And  in  those  days 
was  man  judged  according 
to  a  rule,  uid  an  hurt 
transgressing  not  the  rule, 
that  was  forgiven  unto 
him.  And  to  marry  two 
wives,  ihat  woe  against 
the  rule;  but  to  keep  two 
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Bcoie  of  concabiues,  that 
VDca  a  lawful  thing  to  do. 

22  ^  And  beoause  there 
was  war,  therefore  did 
many  mothers  jmiU  off 
forlorn  hopes  at  the  last 
minute,  which  rejoiced 
them  greatly.  For  there 
was  much  competition 
amongst  the  daughters 
of  En,  and  (^  number  of 
young  men  did  not  suffice 
tor  all. 

23  ^  And  every  maiden 
did  seek  for  to  get  her  an 
officer,  for  ihese  toere  great 
men  whom  the  common 
soldiers  cUd  salute  in  the 
public  places,  so  that  to 
walk  with  such  an  one 
wu  indeed  pleasurable. 

24  And  there  was  much 
cadcling  in  all  the  hen- 
roosts of  the  land  of  En, 
and  amonggt  those  families 
that  did  get  them  an 
officer  there  were  loud 
manifestations  of  joy. 

25  And  the  pnde  of 
these  was  beyond  all  tell- 
ing, and  they  would  hold 
up  their  heads  onhigh  and 
they  %DOidd  say  unto  them 
that  did  live  next  door, 


Bow  ye  down  before  as 
and  make  obeisance. 
Enow  ye  not  that  Miriam, 
our  first-born,  hath  taken 
a  captain  to  husband  ? 

26  And  because  they 
did  know  U  and  because 
their  daughter  had  suc- 
ceeded omy  as  high  as  a 
corporal  of  the  lance,  they 
would  bow  themselves 
down  and  would  speak 
words  of  flattery,  for  she 
that  was  unfe  unto  a  cap- 
tain was  a  power  in  the 
confines  of  tne  cities. 

27 II  But  there  were 
many  maidens  that  no 
man  took  unto  him  for 
wife,  and  the  days  of 
these  were  bitter  hving ; 
neither  did  their  sisters 
that  had  dicked  refrain 
from  telling  them  ahout 

it. 

28  Wherefore  some  of 
the  damsels  that  were  l^ 
I  over  did  journey  into  the 
wilderness  for  to  meditate 
concerning  the  matter, 
for  the  airs  of  a  woman 
that  is  married  are  <w  a 
goad  unto  her  that  lan- 
guisheth  alone. 
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39  And  BO  it  came  to 
pass  that  ceitain  of  (A«m 
Sd  get  them  war  work 
from  the  makers  of  mmii- 
tions,  and  certain  of  (hm 
did  get  them  war  babies 
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from  no  man  knew  whi- 
ther. Ye%  every  one  did 
act  acoordins  to  her  ti^ts 
and  did  do  all  those  things 
that  the  occasion  did  de- 
mand. 
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CHAPTER  XII. 

1  Concerning  those  that  vent 
not  forth  for  to  fighL  U  The 
nUera  commune  together  on 
the  tnatter.  17  And  eaU  out 
aU  the  young  men.  18  But 
certain  are  abeolved.  20

AND  when  the  fighters 
had  gone  forth  onto 
the  war,  there  yet  re- 
mained certain  men  that 
were  strong  and  sound 
of  limb.  And  every  man 
that  went  not  forth,  he 
had  his  reason. 

2  And  some  said,  To 
kill  men  in  battle  is  a 
wicked  thing.  Would  ye 
therefore  have  us 
to  go  against  our  con- 
sciences f 

3  And  when  the  people 
questioned  these,  they  re- 
plied unto  them,  saying. 
The  wise  man  giveth 
ob^ence  unto  his  con- 
science lest  it  torment 
him ;  neither  m  tJtere  any 


escape  from  it.    And  w« 
are  men  of  wisdom. 

4  And  if  one  of  the 
men  of  Ha  shall  ravish 
our  eldest  daughter,  then 
shall  we  ofEer  unto  him 
she  thai  is  next  unto  her 
that  he  may  ravish  her 
also ;  for  so  it  is  written. 

5  And  they  that  ques- 
tioned them  forbore  to 
ask  them  more,  deeming 
a  conscience  such  at  ihii 
was  assuredly  come  from 
the  devil. 

6  And  there  were  some 
that,  being  a&ighted,  hid 
themselves  away.  And 
the  number  of  these  was 
small  and,  when  the  time 
came,  they  were  combed 
out. 

7  And  there  were  others 
that  were  grown  selfish, 
because  they  did  gain 
much  recompense  by  their 
labours,  and  these  were 
loth  to  leave  their  habita- 
tions.   And  they  did  say, 

8  Wherefore  should  we 
go  forth  for  to  fight  I  In 
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our  houses  t»«f  «  are  many 
fires  and  the  women  do 
put  them  hot  btioks  mto 
Sui  beds  w  «*a«  our  feet 

Buffer  not  when  the  mght 
sroweth  cold. 

9  And  if  we  go  out  for 
to  fight,  verily,  the  ram 
fromheaven  will  fall  upon 
XLS  and  it  will  mofaj  us 
wet.  And  a  skin  tfca<  IS 
wet  affecteth  the  nose. 

10  And  the  food  that 
we  shall  eat,  it  will  he 
heavy  upon  our  stomachs ; 
neither  wiU  the  women 
sustain  us  with  hot  bricks. 

11  And  because  of  aU 
these  things,  they  went 
not  forth  unto  the  war 
wOU  the  time  came  when 
they  were  combed  out. 

12  Andthere  were  many 
men  throughout  the  land 
that  were  willing  to  go 
at  the  time  appointed,  each 
man  in  his  turn. 

13  And  these  did  say. 
Wherefore  should  we  de- 
part from  our  habitations 
and  wherefore  leave  our 
wives  amongst  strange 
people  t  Send  first  the 
young  men  ifuU  are  hang- 


ing back;  and,  after- 
wards, when  our  time 
comet*,  we  shaU  be  ready. 
And  ye  shaU  find  us  m 
the  forefront  of  the  battle. 

14  ^  And  because  that 
which  they  had  said  was 
iust,  therefore  the  rulers 
of  the  land  could  not 
gainsay  them.  And  they 
Sommuned  toaether  m  the 
council  chamber  concern- 
ing ii'  , 

16  And  some,  knowmg 

not  ihe  spirit  of  the  people, 
did  say,  Let  us  now  do 
nothing  rash  lest,  if  we 
caU  up  all  the  young  men, 

they  raise  an  outcry 
throughout  the  land. 

16  But  there  were 
others  that  swd.  It  %$ 
sufficient  that  we  have 
need  of  men  for  to  send 
against  the  enemv.  Let 
us  therefore  see  about  U. 

17^1  And    they    over- 
ruled   those    that    were 
,  against  them,   and    <Jd 
I  make  them  a  law  whereby 
all  the  young  men  were 
called  out  for  to  fight. 

18^  But    they     ab- 
solved them  that  were  in 
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the  woikBhops  makinff 
the  munitions  of  war,  ana 
acquitted  them  also  that 
were  plagued  with  a  con- 
science. 

19  And  because  the 
men  of  lie  said,  We  will 
not  have  it,  therefore  the 
rulers  dared  not  to  say 
them  nay,  for  the  men  of 
Ire  were  rulers  in  the 
land  of  En. 

20  And  they  appointed 
them  tribunals,  a  mixed 
lot  of  men,  so  that  thote 
that  were  called  out  might 
show  them  a  reason 
against  it. 

21  And  because  the  net 
that  was  sjnread  in  the 
sight  of  the  young  men 
was  wide  in  the  mesh, 
therofore  was  the  hanl 
thereof  fraught  with  dis- 
appointment. And  the 
young  men  did  work 
themselves  free  in  ways 
that  iDere  various. 

22  And  some  hied  them 
unto  the  workshops  to 
become  makers  of  muni- 
tions of  war,  saying,  the 
one  unto  the  otiier.  By 
ihii   means,   assuredly. 


shall  we  save  oui  skins. 
And  for  a  long  time  U 
was  so. 

23  And  others  did  cry 
their  woes  before  the 
tribunals.  And  the  tales

Sitiful  indeed,  and  they 
id  move  the  tribimab 
unto  compassion  so  (hat 
they  absolved  them. 

24  And  the  rulers,  that 
iid  ought  to  set  an  ex- 
ample, made  lust^  youths 
for  to  be  their  scnbes,  and 
they  did  put  them  for  to 
do  women's  work.  And 
the  number  of  them  that 
were  absolved  in  tiiis 
wise  became  a  cryiufl 
shame  that  was  hearu 
throughout  all  the  land. 

25f  And  when  the 
rulers  were  (j^uestioned 
hotly  coneerntn^  these 
men  and  concerning  those 
that  had  hidden  them- 
selves behind  the  rampart 
that  was  munitions,  they 
bestirred  themselves 
somewhat  and  did  comb 
them  out. 

26  And  the  number 
that  they  did  comb  out 
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waa  very  great.  And  be- 
cause they  had  not  done 
this  ihing  before,  but  had 
waited  until  the  people 
raised  them  a  clamour, 
therefore  were  the  rulers 
blamed  exceedingly. 

27  Nevertheless,  those 
that  rebelled  against  it 
because  they  did  have 
consciences,  these  w«e 
not  sent  out  for  to  fight. 

28  But  some  of  them 
were  set  to  work  upon 
matters  of  heaiUh,  whi^ 
was  a  loathsome  duty 
and  abhorred  bv  them 
who,  being  without  a 
conscience,  wrait  out  a- 
gainst  the  enemy. 

29  %  And  when  all  the 
men  that  were  of  full 
vigour  had  been  takeny 
there  was  an  end  to 
the  murmuring  of  the 
people. 

30  And  all  were  of  one 
mind  that  this  thing 
should  have  been  done 
before,  for  they  saw  that 
the  taking  was  just,  no 
man  suffering  beyond  his 
neighbour,  and  every  man 
fighting  for  his  own. 


31  ^  Now  it  was  made 
a  law  that  whosoever 
Bhould  enter  into  a  tavern 
for  to  buy  him  strong 
drink,  that  man  must  pay 
for  his  own. 

32  And  there  were 
some,  being  them  that 
drankbeyond their  means, 
that  haa  a  grievance  he- 


cause  of  it.  for  to  pay 
for  «*«f  <wn.  ^ey  °^ 
forgotten  the  way. 

M  Wherefore  they  did 
suffer  exceedingly  and 
were  for  ever  dry;  and 
their  look,  it  was  a  thirsty 

one. 

34  And  when  the  dam- 
seU  heard  about  it,  they 
set  them  out  for  to  find 
a  means  to  circumvent  it, 
for  the  thing  was  not 
agreeable  unto  them. 

35  And  when  a  maiden 
approached  unto  a  tavern, 
bemg  with  a  man  that 
had  a  leaning  Uncards  her, 
then  would  she  stop  out- 
side, and  she  would  say 
mito  him,  Give  thou  unto 
me  five  pieces  of  silyer 
that  I  may  pay  for  mine 
own.    And  wnatsoever  re- 
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maineth  over,  tliat  will  I 
give  thee  back  after  we 
are  come  oat. 

36  And  they  would 
enter  into  a  tavern.  And 
ehe  wonld  call  the  serving 
man  onto  her  and  she 
would  speak  onto  him  in 
a  soft  voice,  saying,  Bring 
unto  me  a  small  portion 
of  that  wine  which  cometh 
from  Oporto  that  I  may 
nourish  my  bones. 

37  And  the  serving 
man  wonld  bring  it  unto 
her,  and  he  wonld  set 
it  down  before  her.  And 
the  damsel  toovM  pay  for 
it  out  of  the  five  pieces 
of  silver  that  she  had 
received  from  her  man. 
And  whatsoever  was  left 
over,  that  would  she  place 
m  her  purse. 

38  And  aftenoardi,  she 


iPMild  smile  upon  the  man 
tbit  was  with  her,  and 
she  would  say  unto  him, 
Thv  beard  become^  thee 
weU.  Thou  art  stmeg 
and  thy  wisdom  is  gi«at 
and  thine  ejm  aj^rb 
me  ttttsrfy.  Verily  doth 
thine  handmaiden  feel 
small  in  the  sig^t  of  lur 
lord. 

39  All  this  would  afae 
say  unto  him,  and  aHn*e 
also ;  but  concemii^  l^at 
which  was  remaining  over 
from  the  five  pieces  of 
silver  she  wcmid  say  no 
word. 

40  And  this  is  ever  the 
way  of  women  that  by 
their  artfuhiess  they  do 
toafigleit,  and  whatsoever 
cometh  up  contrary,  that 
do  they  work  for  to  be 
an  advantage  unto  them. 
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CHAPTER  XIII.

vrOW  there  was  a  oer- 
iM  tain  man  and  his 
name  was  David,  and  his 
plaoe  vHU  amonflst  the 
rolexB  <A  the  land  of  En. 

2  Thongh  small  of 
statme,  yet  was  he  of  a 
fiery  spr'^  and  the  hair 
upon  BIB  face  was  ai  the 
bristles  of  a  badger  UuU 
is  roused. 

3  And  his  tongae  was 
for  ever  loose  and  did  wag 
itself  continnally,  being 
like  onto  the  tail  of  a 
small  dog  that  soenteth 
its  food /fom  afar. 

4  Now  David  was  one 
of  them  that  did  come 
from  the  land  of  Cam, 
but  the  language  of  his 


kindred  did  he  speak  only 
upon  occasion ; 

5  And  at  other  time* 
he  did  speiUc  as  l^e  men 
of  En,  save  only  when  he 
delivered  h«i  a  wamins 
unto  them  that  would 
butt  in ;  and  in  such  case 
his  words  were  those  of 
the  land  of  Amer. 

6  Now  at  the  time 
when  WiUi  did  lead  out 
his  hosts  for  to  fight, 
David  wu  the  chief  tax 
rattherer  in  the  land  of 
En. 

7  f  And  his  name  was 
an  aioomination  through- 
out the  land.  Men  cursed 
him  in  the  market  places, 
in  the  sight  of  the  publi- 
cans he  was  a  thing  un- 
clean, and  Aw  name  stank 
vilely  in  the  nostrils  of 
the  TOneets. 

8  Verily,  to  love  En 
and  David  both,  was  not 
thought  possible  by  man^. 
Only  amongst  the  Phari- 
sees waa  it  not  so,  smd 
then  men  of  little  mind 
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did  glorify  him  with  a 
great  praise. 

9^  Now  it  came  to 
pass  when  the  rulers  of 
the  land  of  En  took  conn- 
sel,  the  one  with  the 
other,  concerning  whether 
they  should  make  them 
a  war,  there  were  some 
that  did  say.  Let  us  make 
a  war,  for  an  honourable 
pledge  demandeth  fulfil- 
ment ;  nought  can  ab- 
solve a  nation  from  its 
plighted  word,  and  we  are 
wmU  we  are. 

10  And  there  were 
others  that  were  the  Phari- 
sees, and  they  did  say. 
Why  hasten  ye  towards 
the  shedding  of  men's 
blood  ?  Better  a  peace 
that  obeyeth  divine  pre- 
cept than  a  war  that  up- 
holdeth  the  word  of  a 
nation. 

11^  And  when  David 
heard  the  things  that  the 
Pharisees  did  say,  behold, 
he  arose  from  his  seat  in 
the  council  chamber  and 
spake  unto  all  them  that 
were  there. 

12  And  he  lashed  the 


Pharisc  ^  .^u  his  tongue, 
sparing  them  not.  And 
because  he  was  of  them, 
therefore  were  the  words 
tiiat  he  did  say  unto  them 
passing  apt,  so  that  they 
aid  wnggle  in  their  seats 
as  worms  that  are  upon 
an  hot  plate. 

13  And  them  that 
would  preserve  the  na- 
tion's honour  at  a  cost 
of  blood,  these  did  he 
sustain  with  the  strength 
of  his  doings  and  the 
whole  might  of  hie  ora- 
tory. 

U^And  when  the 
pubUcans  and  the  priests 
and  those  that  had  cursed 
him  in  the  market  places 
were  told  what  he  had 
done,  they  were  amazed 
that  such  a  thing  could 
come  to  pass. 

15  And  thev  said  unto 
each  other.  What  manner 
of  man  is  this  that  hath 
for  so  long  been  against 
us,  yet  now  speaketn  oui 
very  minds  ? 

16  And  they  raised  him 
up  and  made  him  to  be 
ruler  over  them,  and  he 
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did  find  more  favotu 
amongst  those  people  than 
he  had  found  amongst 
the  Pharisees  in  the  time 
that  was  gone. 

171|And  it  came  to 
pass  that  whatsoever  there 
was  to  be  done,  that  thing 
did  David  do;  verily, 
his  capacities  were  as 
manifold  as  the  lies  of  a 
woman  accused. 

18  And  they  made  him 
chief  over  the  mmiition- 
ers,  and  he  did  make  him 
engines  of  war  and  in- 
stroments  of  siege,  and 
other  implements  of 
battle  dUot  th"  qnantity 
whereof  ezoee^  td  calcu- 
lation. 

19  Andnobody  through- 
out all  the  land  ezceUed 
him  in  energy  and  in  in- 

ruityofthemind.  And 
did  even  make  the 
workers  to  work;  and 
thiq  ioaa  a  thing  that  was 
never  behn  known  in  the 
land  of  En. 

20  And  when  the  men 
of  Ire,  because  they  were 
never  context,  waxed 
angry,  the  one  with  the 


other,  and  there  was  like 
to  be  rebeUion  amongst 
them,  and  there  was  need 
of  a  mediator  for  to  judge 
between  them, 

21  Then  the  choice  of 
thepeople  fell  uponDavid, 
and  they  did  send  him 
unto  the  land  of  Ire  for  to 
speak  the  soft  word  thai 
charmeth  away  wrath. 

22  And  David  went. 
And  after  he  had  finished 
speaking  unto  the  men 
01  Ire,  ne  returned  him 
unto  his  seat  amongst 
the  rulers. 

23  And  because  he  was 
the  first  man  that  did 
go  for  to  pacify  the  men 
of  Ire,  yet  stirred  not  up 
further  strife,  therefore 
was  his  name  honoured 
above  any,  and  poets  did 
sing  his  praises  on  tba 
feast  days  of  the  Sistedd- 
fod. 

24  ^  And  the  rulers  did 
choose  him  to  succeed 
unto  a  great  soldier,  and 
they  did  place  him  ovra 
the  hosts  of  En,  making 
of  him  a  mighty  captain. 
And  because  the  people 
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would  have  none  other, 
therefore  was  he  chosen. 

25  And  the  work  that 
was  already  begun,  that 
dkl  he  continne.  And  he 
did  make  the  hosts  of  En 
^ceat  beyond  all  concep- 
tion, and  the  strength  of 
En  was  as  the  founda- 
tions of  the  earth. 

26  And  his  popularity 
with  the  people  did  grow 
day  by  day,  wherefore 
men  said,  in  jest.  Behold, 
here  cometh  David,  George 
that  is  the  Sixth.  And 
they  that  had  hated  him 
before  did  worship  him 
as  a  god. 

27  f  But  the  Pharisees 
knew  not  what  to  do,  for 
he  was  become  as  a  revela- 
tion unto  them.  There- 
fore did  they  say  very 
little  concerning  him ;  and 


when  it  happened  that 
they  had  occasion  to 
utter  his  name,  then  would 
they  do  so  wtth  a  snifi 
upon  the  word. 

28  For  such  i$  the  way 
of  the  Pharisees.  And 
these  do  place  peace  above 
the  honour  of  a  nation 
and  an  unctuous  word 
before  the  doing  of  a 
thing  that  is  right.  And 
in  them  there  is  no 
stomach  for  the  fray. 

29  f  But  David  cared 
not  at  aU  for  such  as 
these,  and  there  was  no 
man  greater  in  all  the 
land.  And  when  the  time 
came,  he  did  sit  upon  the 
highest  seat  amongst  the 
rulers  of  the  land,  because 
he  was  the  chos^i  of  the 
people,  and  they  would 
have  none  other. 
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CHAPTER  XIV. 

1  Tht  impltintnU  of  war.  8 
Th$  enginu  that  did  fip. 
14  Oonuming  th»  MadMajor. 
26  TJm  mm  of  En  emflof 
tanks.  S4  WhenfortAtnun 
of  Bu  erf  out. 

NOW  these  beiiheimp}»- 
ments  of  war,  and 
all  theee  things  did  men 
ose  at  that  time  when 
the  nations  of  the  earth 
banded  themselves  to- 
gether for  the  fight. 

2  Now  there  were  gnns 
of  great  magnitude  that 
didiat  hard  so  that  there 
was  nothing  that  conid 
withstand  them,  and,  a- 
gainst  them,  the  fortifica- 
tions of  the  cities  loere 
as  snow  when  the  smi 
Cometh  ont. 

3  And  the  gons  did 
scatter  death  on  aU  sides, 
above  and  about,  so  that 
there  was  no  living  thing 
left  nigh  unto  the  place 
where  they  did  stzike; 
and  the  compass  of  a  |un, 
it  was  bey<md  the  sight 
of  human  eye. 


4  And  there  were  mines 
that  the  engineers  did 
make  them  underneath 
the  sround ;  and  all  that 
whi^  was  above  the 
ground,  that  did  they 
scatter  unto  the  heavens 
so  that  when  it  returned 
again  to  earth,  bcLold,  it 
iMMnot. 

6  Also  was  there  gas, 
and  it  was  made  of  a  vile 
poison ;  and  when  any 
man  did  deeply  breathe 
of  it,  that  man  would 
most  assuredlv  die ;  and 
the  manner  of  his  death, 
it  wa$  toxible. 

6  And  they  that  first 
made  use  of  the  gas  that 
was  poison  loere  the  men 
of  Hn,  for  it  was  in  (hem 
to  do  so  because  their 
minds  did  travel  unto 
gach  things. 

7  And  there  was  liquid 
that  wu  fire,  and  it  was 
sent  against  an  host  for 
to  bum  up  the  flesh  (/ 
thrnn  that  came  in  the 
way.    And  this  was  also 
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^fom  the  men  of  Ha  and 
was  bred  of  their  refine- 
ment. And  neither  of 
these  things  did  the  na- 
tions of  Eur nsein  anywar 
that  thev  did  wage  h^ort» 

8  f  And  there  were 
engines  that  did  fly 
through  the  air,  fear- 
some weapons  of  war  that 
^  deal  out  death  and 
destruction  from  an  am- 
bush of  doads. 

9  And  they  were  of 
two  kinds.  Aiid  the  Zeps 
tref«  fat-bellied,  being  of 
tiie  men  of  Ho. 

10  These  did  cany  on 
iheir  going?  out  a  great 
weight  of  maXtmr  that  wu 
death.  And  they  did 
drop  it  ol  a  vwiiwtt  so  that 
it  fell  amongst  peaceful 
dwellers  in  the  land ;  and 
tiie  women  and  children 
that  did  perish  by  this 
means,  it  wu  a  great 
number. 

11  And  there  were  also 
engines  that  did  fly  which 
men  called  planes:  psA 
t^cM  were  of  both  sides. 
And  they  were  speedy 
things  atd  nimble. 


12  And  those  that  did 
ride  in  them  were  brave 
men  and  skilful.  And  the 
men  of  Hu  prospraed  not 
with  the  planes  save  only 
in  aha  flight,  at  which  they 
were  exceeding  quick. 

13  And  so  there  came 
a  time  when  the  men  of 
Hu  forbore  to  go  up  into 
the  air  for  to  fi^t  &e- 
oat4M  the  hazard  of  such 
an  enterprise,  it  was  very 
great. 

14^  Now  the  bravery 
of  the  warriors  of  m 
that  did  ride  in  the  planes 
was  in  the  mouths  of  all 
the  peoples  oj  the  earth. 
And  there  was  one  whom 
men  did  caJX  the  Mad 
Major  because  of  his  dar- 
ing. 

15  And  it  was  said 
concerning  him  that  he 
and  death  plaved  them 
a  long  game  wherein  the 
dice  were  loaded  on  IA0 
side  oj  death. 

16  And  he  would  ven- 
ture forth  and  would  fly 
from  ^e  samp  of  &e  men 
of  En  until  he  oofM  unto 
a  place  whence  he  could

•ee    the    hosto    of    Ha 
tpread  out  beneath  him. 

17  Then  would  he 
dhooee  him  a  target  from 
amongst  the  strong  places 
that  were  below,  and  he 
would  swoop  him  down 
•n  a  tuddm  so  that  he 
was  but  a  few  oabits  on 
hi^. 

18  And  the  men  of  Hn 
would  use  aU  manner  of 
weapons  against  him,  and 
they  womd  send  pro- 
jectiles that  did  scatter 
about  for  to  bring  him 
down  amongst  them. 

19  Yea,  from  the  places 
that  fosre  nigh  unto  him 
and  from  the  places  that 
ume  aiax  o5  would  they 
send  of  their  munition, 
seeking  only  that  they 
might  slay  lum.  And  the 
heavens  were  filled  with  a 
multitude  of  balls  so  that 
men  said.  Verily,  in  the 
place  where  he  is,  in  that 
place  only  is  it  possible 
for  man  to  live. 

20  And  when  he  that 
was  called  the  Mad  Major 
was  low  enough,  then 
would  he  drop   him  a 


bomb.  And  it  came  to 
pass  that  all  that  which 
was  underneath,  it  was 
destroyed,  and  the  men 
that  ujere  there  did  as- 
suredly perish. 

21  Then  would  he 
ascend  into  the  air  unto 
a  certain  height,  for  l^t 
which  he  hid  come  for 
to  do,  a  woe  done. 

22  And  he  would  loop 
him  a  hop',  yea,  even 
over  the  hosts  of  Hn 
would  he  loop  him  a  hop, 
for  he  was  of  a  merry 
spirit  and  it  was  in  him 
to  laugh  in  this  manner. 

23  And  when  he  had 
looped  him  a  hop  he 
would  return  unto  the 
men  of  En,  and  he  wouU 
say  unto  them.  The 
bombs  that  thou  gavest 
unto  me  toenl  oS.  Give 
me,  therefore,  some  more 
that  I  may  dispose  qf 
Ihem  in  likewise. 

24  And  he  was  not 
alone  in  the  things  that 
he  did  do,  for  there  were 
many  like  unto  him.  And 
concMcning  the  deeds  of 
some  thou  shalt  find  it 
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writ  in  the  books; 
but  concerning  many, 
thou  shalt  find  no  recoid 
of  their  deeds  in  the 
chronicles  of  that  time. 
25^  And  the  men  of 
En  did  make  them  cha- 
riots of  strange  and  won- 
derful design,  and  they 
(2^  call  them  tanks.  And 
there  was  no  man  through- 
out all  the  land  that  did 
say,  I  made  not  this 
chariot ;  but  every  man 
did  draw  his  neighbour 
urUo  the  side,  and  did 
speak  unto  him  privil;^, 
saying,  Shush  I  Let  it 
not  be  known.  I  tell 
thee  that  I,  even  I,  did 
take  an  Aa»u2  in  this  thing. 

26  And  the  shape  of 
the  tanks  was  for  a 
long  time  known  only  to 
the  few.  And  some  said 
they  were  Uke  unto  a 
lizaid  that  is  blown  out 
mightily,  that  walketh  as 
a  man  plagued  with  the 
corns. 

27  And  others  said  they 
were  Uke  unto  an  hippo- 
potamus that  doth  wobole 
itself  amazingly  so  that 


no  mrj^  knoweth  whither 
it  intendeth ;  yet,  of  a 
certainty t  doth  it  get  there. 

28  And  others  said  they 
were  Uke  unto  nothing  on 
eiurth,  being  for  the  most 
part  belly  of  a  fashion 
that  M  given  unto  no 
living  thmg. 

29  And  that  which  was 
a  shidd  and  a  ooverinA 
unto  the  tanks  was  tough 
past  all  belief ;  vea,  even 
the  hide  of  the  rhinoceros 
did  not  compare  unto 
this.  And  all  the  mis- 
siles that  the  men  of  Hu 
did  send  againet  it  were 
as  peas  upon  a  roof  that 
is  whole,  and  it  availed 
tiiem  nothing. 

30  And  in  its  gait  it 
was  like  unto  a  man  that 
hath  taken  strong  drink, 
having  first  devoured 
much  rice.  For  in  such 
case  does  the  belly  grow 
big  and  the  footsteps  do 
become  unsteady.  Where- 
fore it  was  a  thing  for 
Iau|^ter  amongst  the  men 
of  ^^ ;  but  in  the  hosts 
of  Hu  it  was  a  thing  for 
fear. 
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31  And  men  told 
•traiise  tales  of  the  Aitig* 
that  It  did  do.  And  it 
was  said  that  apon  an 
occasion  it  did  sally  forth 
and,  in  its  adventuring, 
it  did  meet  with  an  habi- 
tation. 

32  And  it  did  go  up 
unto  the  habitation  and 
it  did  look  upon  it.  And 
it  did  go  against  the  habi- 
tation toiih  a  pwpoM^so 
that  the  walls  did  laU 
about  it  and  there  was 
ruination  on  all  sides. 

33  And  after  it  had 
ghaken  itself  free  from 
all  that  which  had  fallen 
upon  it,  it  did  betake 
itself  with  modesty  unto 
another  place  as  a  man 
that  is  overcome  with 
shyness  auid  seeketh  to 
paiB  U  over.  Verily,  it 
recked  nothing  of  the 
thing  that  it  had  done. 

34  ^  Wherefore,  and  be- 


cause it  did  smite  them 
hip  and  thigh,  spMJJJ 
not  any  man  that  did 
come  up  against  it,  the 
men  of  Hu  toere  afraid, 
and  they  did  cry  out  with 
loud  lamentations,  say- 
ing, Why  do  ye  so  de- 
Stefully  use  us  1  Know 
ye  not  that  it  is  not  m 
t^    MWf    to    do    these 

tbdngsl 

36  AnH  because  men 
knew  them,  they  heeded 
not  their  groans,  so  that 
it  availed  them  nothing ; 
and  the  tank  remained  a 
thing  of  terror  through- 
out all  their  hosts. 

36  And  in  this  thmg 
the  men  of  En  toers  first 
amongst  all  the  fighters 
of  Eur,  for  U  was  new. 
And  the  people  rejoiced, 
being  satisfied  that  it  was 
given  unto  them  as  a  siflu 
that  the  rulers  were  oe- 
coming  awake.

NOW  the  land  of  Amez 
was  at  the  other  side 
of  the  sea  that  is  Atlantic, 
and  it  tvas  many  days'  sail 
in  a  ship  from  the  island 
of  En. 

2  And  the  bounds  of 
that  land  were  set  far  a- 

Skrt,  and  the  people  that 
d  live  there  were  more 
numerous  than  the  waves 
of  all  the  seas. 

3  And  it  was  a  fertile 
land  of  extreme  fruitful- 
ness,  and  the  earth  under- 
neath it  yielded  precious 
metals  in  abundance. 
And  the  people  were  for 
ever  extolling  its  great- 
ness amongst  the  nations 
of  the  earth. 

4^  Now  the  ruler  of 


the  land  of  Amer  wis  a 
certain  man  and  his  name 
was  Wudro,  the  soa  of 
Wprl;  and  it  happened  in 
this  tnse. 

6  Whilst  Wudro,  the 
son  of  Wyl,  was  tending 
his  flock  of  young  men  in 
the  pasture  that  %8  know- 
ledge, and  after  he  had 
taught  them  how  they 
should  go  and  what  things 
they  should  know, 

6  Behold,  the  men  of 
Amer  came  unto  him,  say- 
ing.  We  have  chosen  thee 
for  to  rule  ovot  us  ;  and 
we  have  brought  thee  an 
high  hat  for  to  wear  as 
the  badge  of  thine  office ; 
and  the  size  of  the  hat,  it 
is  six  seven-eighths. 

7  And  because  he  knew 
not  what  he  was  letting 
himself  mi  for,  he  gave 
way  to  their  importuninff , 
and  did  put  on  the  hi^ 
hat,  the  nze  whereof  was 
six  seven-eightiis. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass 
that  when  the  men  of  En 
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foturht  Against  the  men 
of  Hu,  ihej  did  send  mes- 
■engen  unto  the  land  of 
Amer  for  to  bnj  them 
mmiitionB  for  the  war. 
And  they  took  with  (htm 
gold  in  great  <|iiantity 
wherewith  to  satuiy  the 
merchants  that  did  sell 
onto  them.  Therefore 
did  the  land  of  Amer 
prosper  ezoeedinffly. 

9  Now  when  the  men 
of  Hn  found  out  that  then 
wu  peril  in  the  enter- 
prise, thej  forbore  to  send 
out  veesfus  of  war  for  to 
fight;  in  place  thereof, 
they  did  send  them  out 
for  to  murder  those  that 
wen  peaceful  and  did  taU 
the  seas  without  any 
weapon  wherewith  to  de- 
fend themselves. 

10  And  coming  upon  a 
large  ship  unawares,  they 
did  send  it  unto  the  bot- 
tom of  the  sea  so  that  all 
C^that  did  travel  uponit 
were  oast  into  the  waters 
for  to  drown.  Tea,  even 
the  women  and  dnldren 
that  were  aboard  tiie 
vessel,  all  these  perished 


miserably,  and  the  men  of 
Hu  did  watch  their  death 
itrujKles  unheeding. 

llf  Now  amonffst 
ihoee  that  the  men  of  Hu 
did  dav  there  were  oertam 
men  of  the  land  of  Amer. 

12^  And  when  word 
was  brouffht  unto  Wudro, 
the  son  of  Wyl,  oonoeming 
it,  and  how  the  men  oi  Hu 
had  slain  his  servants,  he 
waxed  very  wroth.  And 
he  betook  himself  unto  a 

Suiet  ^laoe,  fearing  Jest  in 
be  height  of  his  indigna- 
tion he  should  do  violence 
unto  any  man. 

IS  And  because  he  was 
enraged  beyond  endur- 
ance, therefore  did  he  sit 
him  down  and  he  did  write 
an  epistle  unto  Willi,  be- 
ing him  that  ruled  over 
the  men  of  Hu. 

14  And  he  said  unto 
him,  Enowest  thou  not 
that  thy  servants  have 
slain  certain  of  the  men  of 
Amer  becawe  they  did  sail 
upon  the  sea  1 

15  And  WiM  answer«l 
him,  saying,  Verily,  all 
that  thou  sayest  is  true. 
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I;

Let  us  theief  oie  put  on 
■aokcloth  and  ashes,  and 
tend  our  sarmonts,  for  it 
ir  a  day  of  mouming  onto 
thee,  wd  I,  abo,  am  full  of 

sorrow. 

16  And  when  Wudio, 
the  son  of  Wyl,  heaxd  all 
that  Willi  had  said,  and 
how  he  made  answer  unto 
him  in  soft  wordt,  he  knew 
not  what  to  do,  for  he  toaa 
a  peaceable  man  and  the 
land  of  Amer  was  prosper- 
ing greatly. 

17  So  he  sat  him  down 
and  did  write  unto  Willi 
again,  saying  unto  him, 
^y  tears  ors  as  an  heal- 
ing ointment.  But  what 
thou  hast  done,  that  doeet 
thou  not  again  lest  thou 
Bufier  the  j^nalty.  Take 
heed,  therdEore,  that  thou 
disobeyest  me  not,  for  I 
am  a  terrible  man,  and 
fierce. 

18  And  Willi  answered 
him  and  did  say.  Thou 
hast  said  so  and  so,  for  I 
have  Men  it  with  mine 
own  eyes.  Let  us  now 
speak  concerning  other 
matters. 


19  And  he  called  unto 
him  a  messenger  and  did 
command  him  to  deliver 
the  epistle  unto  the  ruler 
of  the  land  of  Amer.  And 
after  he  ^as  gone,  he  set 
to  work  secretly  and  did 
make  him  preparation,  for 
it  was  his  intendment  to 
do  aoain  <Aa(  (Aiti^  against 
whi&  Wudro,  the  son  of 
Wyl,  had  forewarned  him. 

20  And  when  the  opiK>r- 
tunity  came,  he  did  sixik 
more  ships,  and  he  did 
leave  those  that  were  on 
(Asm  to  pwish.  And  be- 
cause they  were  all  vessels 
of  peace,  and  without  ar- 
mour, therefore  was  h» 
strong  againM  them, 

21  And  a  messengei 
came  unto  Wudro,  the  son 
of  Wyl,  in  hot  haste,  and 
he  told  him  of  the  things 
that  Willi  had  done  and 
howUiaihehBd  slain  yet 
more  of  the  men  of  Amer. 

22  And  beoaute  he  was 
much  agitated  at  the  tid- 
ings that  were  brought 
onto  him,  ther^ore  did 
Wudro,  the  son  of  Wyl, 
scratch  his  head ;  and  he 
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■aid  unto  the  courier, 
The  matter  ooncenwnQ 
which  thou  hast  spoken 
onto  me  is  fraught  with 
r  /il  consequences,  for  I 
will  write  unto  Willi  an- 
otiier  epistle,  and  I  will 
use  miuity  words,  and  I 
wQl  amignt  him. 

23  f  So  he  sat  him  down 
and  did  write  unto  Willi 
another  epistle ;  and  the 
words  cf  U  were  so  terri- 
fying thAt  the  hand  of  iiis 
scribe  did  tremble  even  in 
the  putting  of  it  down. 

24  f  And  whenever 
Willi  did  slay  any  of  the 
men  of  i^er,  then  did 
Wudro,  the  son  of  Wyl, 
send  an  epistle  unto  him, 
aboundinff  in  fearsome 
words  ana  writ  upon  one 
8vde  of  the  paper  only. 

25  And  because  he  was 
not  untried,  having,  hejoft 
that  he  was  ruler  over  the 
men  of  Amer,  spoken  on 
occasion  unto  bioys  that 
had  broken  windows, 
therefore  were  the  epistles 
that  he  did  write  |us{  <o. 

26^  And  certain  men, 
being  of  a  curious  mind. 


Juestioned  him,  saving, 
t  is  true  that  the  epistles 
that  thou  writest  are 
thingi/or  terror,  and  that 
the  man  who  reads  them, 
his  blood  beoometh  frozen 
and  droulateth  not. 

27  And  it  is  true,  also, 
that  the  things  which 
tbou  threatenest  ar€  dire. 
But  tlie  things  that  thou 
doest,  what  are  they  1  Is 
it  not  an  eye  for  an  eye 
snd  a  tooth  for  a  tooth  1 
Yet  thou  hast  sold  our 
lives  for  aold.  Thy 
threats  are  idle,  and  thy 
words  serve  but  to  tickle, 
not  to  scratch. 

28  And  Wudro,  the  son 
of  Wyl,  bein^  enraoed  at 
their  perversity,  did  turn 
upon  them,  and  he  said 
unto  them,  What  mean 
ye  1  Are  not  the  epistles 
to  your  liking  ?  Axe  not 
my  words  strong  and  well 
chosen,  and  is  not  my 
mfwning  plain  to  all  1 

29  Ana  thev  answered 
him,  saying,  Vei^,  these 
things  are  so.  Have  we 
not  said  iti  Neverthe- 
less, he  that  is  wounded 
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by  A  word,  he  thewdh  no 
■oar.  How  then  is  the 
marksman  to  know  t 

80  And  hast  thon  not 
peroeiyedthat  Willi  langhs 
at  thee  before  thy  face ; 
and,  behind  thy  back,  he 
doth  extend  his  fingiers 
towards  thee,  pointing 
them  from  the  apex  of 
his  nostrils. 

81  At  thy  threats  doth 
he  scofi  aloud,  and  thy 
servants  doth  he  use  tn  a 
manner  that  is  abomin- 
able. 

32  If  these  things  find 
not  bivoui  in  thine  eyes, 
send  forth  thine  hosts 
that  he  may  know  that 
there  m  might  behind  thy 
write. 

33  And  Wudro,  the  son 
of  Wyl,  did  stand  him  up- 
right and  he  looked  upon 


them  with  eyes  that  shew* 
edanhurt  Andwhenhe 
spake  onto  them,  he  was 
at  one  that  reasoneth  with 
men  afflicted  of  the  mind. 

84  ^  And  he  said  unto 
them.  Would  ve  have  me 
humble  mysdf  so  1  Ver- 
ily, I  say  unto  you  that 
I  am  a  man  that  hath  an 
high  mind,  and  I  do  hold 
an  high  position  in  the 
land,  and  I  do  wear  an 
high  hat,  the  sise  whereof 
is  six  seven-eighths.  And 
7  am  too  proud  for  to 
fight 

35  And  they  went  their 
ways  amazed,  talking 
amongst  themedvesj  for 
pride  so  great  as  this  was 
never  known  before ;  nay, 
not  even  in  the  land  of 
Amer,  was  such  pride 
known  before. 
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TAKE  heed,  my  son, 
and  hearken  onto 
the  woids  of  Aitemas,  for 
there  an  many  that  will 
give  thee  comuel,  yet 
wisdom  oomeUi  only  from 
the  few. 

2  Pat  not  thy  trust  in 
princes,  for  their  bond  is 
of  paper  that  teareth 
tamMi.  Andtheirplighted 
word  melteth  like  batter, 
before  the  heat  of  their 
necessity. 

3  Beware  of  the  kinx 
whose  pledge  ronneth 
awai^  like  water,  for  the 
sldns  of  saoh  shall  paper 
the  walls  of  hell. 

4  Neither  shalt  thoa 
aspire  onto  a  partnership 
with  thy  Qod,  else  shaft 
thoa  find  Htm  a  sleeping 
partner  indeed. 

6  Beware  of  the  woman 
that  f olloweth  thee  aboat, 
for  she  is  <i^  thy  regi- 
mental buttons. 

6  And  if  she  is  safe, 


then  is  she  a  fool ;  bat  if 
she  is  oCAenriM,  then  it 
she  the  devil. 

7  A  woman  hanteth 
thee.  She  lieth  in  wait 
to  surprise  thee,  and  will 
out  upon  thee  when  tha 
time  oometh. 

8  Flee  unto  the  moon- 
tains  I  pitch  thoa  thy  tent 
qjfor  m  the  wilderness; 
take  thoa  sail  across  tha 
waters  antU  thoa  oomett 
anto  a  strange  coast. 
Nererthelees,  htoenm  she 
has  marked  thee  down, 
Hm^on  will  she  have 
thee. 

9  When  thoa  goest 
forth  for  to  fight,  take 
care  that  thou  smitesi 
thine  enemy  in  the  back, 
for  t(  if  the  mark  of  a  good 
%hter  so  to  do. 

10  Also,  he  that  shoot- 
eth  his  en«ny  (Arot^A  the 
head  sheddeui  light  upon 
his  anderstanding. 

11  When  the  toe  doth 
stuid  two  in  a  line,  shoot 
thoa  thy  bolt,  for  then 
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will  thine  execution  be 
twofold.  Verily  I  say  un- 
to thee,  AiDaU  thine  op- 
portunity, for  a  shell  in 
time  is  as  good  as  a 
mine. 

12  Remember,  my  son, 
that  the  sum  of  two  and 
two  makah  four;  yet  in 
the  reports  of  thine  enemy 
thou  shalt  find  it  other- 
wise. 

13  And  because  thi 
pen  is  mightier  than  the 
sword,  therefore  believe 
it  not,  else  shalt  thou 
surely  be  deceived. 

14  Verily  I  sav  unto 
thee.  Blessed  is  the  man 
that  hath  imagmation,  for 
his  country fAoS  win  many 
battles. 

16  Take  ve  heed  of  ths 
lone  voice,  for  in  a  multi- 
tude of  counsdlors  Uiou 
shaU  find  confusion. 

16  And  an  arsenal  that 
is  full  of  munitions  is 
better  than  an  hundred 
rulers  full  of  words. 

17  Hearken  not  unto 
the  boasting  of  thine 
enemy  and  regard  him 
not,  for  no  man  knoweth 


what  th»  day  may  bring 
forth. 

18  And  in  the  time  of 
its  adversity  the  soul  of  a 
oountnr  revealeth  itadf, 

19  Get  thee  about  it 
and  do  things,  for  the 
voice  of  the  shiggard 
dieth  in  his  throat,  but 
the  worker  is  heard  from 
afar  ofE. 

20  Make  thou  thy  task 
according  to  thy  strength, 
for  no  man  that  weareth 
costly  teeth  doth  gnaw  at 
the  bones  of  an  elephant. 

21  Make  thy  life  wisely, 
0  my  son,  and  refrain  thy 
steps  from  the  path  of 
evil. 

22  For  the  wages  of  sin 
is  death,  and  the  Payer  is 
a  m/s  man  that  knoweth 
not  want  of  the  where- 
withal to  requite  thy 
deeds. 

23  Woe  unto  the  peace- 
mongers  that  entice  thee 
with  words,  for  these  d« 
seek  thine  undoing. 

24  Thy  way  leadeth 
over  stony  ground,  and  to 
go  back,  it  is  the  manner  of 
a  coward. 
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25  For  whoBOfvei 
■etteth  his  hand  r  the 
plow,  he  shall  not  m 
back;  and  he  tha^  .in- 
isheth  a  fuRow,  he 
hath  not  plowed  the 
field. 

26  What  man  gather- 
eth  him  the  bloesom  of 
the  apple  tree  t  Bather 
doth  he  wait  until  the 
fruit  Cometh,  big  and 
fall  of  jnioe ;  then  doth 
he  eat  of  it. 

27  Avoid  thou  them 
that  seek  to  divide  the 
people,  one  against  the 
other,  for  they  an  traitors 
in  the  land. 

28  Turn  not  away  from 
instmction,  0  my  son,  but 
open  thine  ears  fall  wide, 
for  wisdom  maketh  a  fair 
mistress  and  she  is  yoath- 
ful  for  all  time. 

29  And  he  that  fol- 
loweth  after  her,  his  life 
shall  be  well  ordered  and 


his  affairs  shall  fail  oat 
jvdio. 

80  Thou  shalt  role  lAf 
comings  in  and  (Ay  goings 
oat  according  to  ciroom- 
stance,  so  that  no'dung 
arisethamis^;  for  a  thirst 
ihat  is  bom  at  a  proper 
time,  it  maketh  the  pab- 
Uoan  smile ;  bat  a  tnirst 
tiiat  comel^  late  is  an 
affliction  onto  him  that 
hath  it. 

31  Of  two  things  shalt 
thoa  beware,  0  my  son. 
And  the  one  is  the  cnnrch, 
and  the  other,  it  is  the 
devil.  For  the  devil  will 
lead  you  dotcn  into  hell ; 
and  the  charch,  it  will 
drive  you  there. 

32  Take  heed,  my  son, 
and  hearken  onto  the 
words  of  Artemas,  for 
there  an  many  that  will 
give  thee  coansel,  yet 
wisdom  Cometh  only  from 
the  few. 
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
